GAME AND FISH LAWS. 

DEPARTMENT PROVISIONS. 

An Act to provide for the transfer of the powers and duties" 
of the State, game, fish and forestry warden to the public 

• domain commission, and to define the powers and duties 
of the public domain commission in relation thereto, and. 
to repeal all acts or parts of acts which conflict there- 
with. 

[Act 28, P. A. 1915.] 
The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

TRANSFER OF POWERS A?iD DUTIES. 

(1) § 7466. Section 1. From and after the thirtieth 
day of June, nineteen hundred fifteen, all powers and 
duties imposed by law upon the State game, fish and for- 
estry warden, and in force immediately prior to the time 
this act shall take effect, shall be, and the same are hereby, 
transferred to the public domain commission, which com- 
mission shall from and after the said thirtieth day of June, 
nineteen hundred fifteen, exercise all the powers and author- 
ity and be charged with the performance of any and all 
duties imposed by any and all laws in force immediately 
prior to the time this act shall take effect, upon said State 
game, fish and forestry warden, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

GAME, FISH AND FOREST FIRE COMMISSIONER. — DUTIES, POWERS, 

SALARY AND TERM. 

(2) § 7467. Sec. 2. As soon as practicable after the 
passage of this act, the said public domain commission 
shall appoint some suitable person to be designated as 
game, fish and forest fire commissioner who shall be an 
executive officer of the public domain commission for tha 
purposes of this act, and who shall, under the supervision 
and control of said commission, devote his entire time ta 
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the enforcement of all laws in any way relating to game 
and fish, birds, forest fires or kindred subjects which are in 
any manner subject to the control of the public domain 
commission or under its jurisdiction by virtue of this act 
or any subsequent act, and in the performance of his duties 
as herein prescribed he shall, subject to th<e supervisory 
control of the public domain commission, possess all of the 
powers and be vested with the same authority relative to 
the enforcement of any such laws as that possessed by the 
public domain commission. The said game, fish and forest 
fire commissioner so appointed shall receive such salary, not 
exceeding three thousand five hundred dollars per year, 
together with his necessary expenses while in the perform- 
ance of his said duties, as the public domain commission 
shall determine, which salary and expenses shall be paid 
from any moneys in the State treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated. The said game, fish and forest fire commissioner 
shall hold the position to which he is so appointed during 
such period as the public domain commission shall determine, 
which period shall be stated in such appointment, but shall 
not exceed a period of four years for any one term, but shall 
hold said office until his successor is appointed and qualified.

(8) § 7469. Seo. 4. The State game, fish and forest 
fire commissioner, the deputies and assistants herein pro- 
vided for, shall continue to have all the powers, authority, 
immunities and duties of every name and nature and to 
the same extent as were conferred or devolved upon the 
State game, fish and forestry warden, his deputies and 
assistants, respectively, by the laws relative thereto, prior 
to the passage of this act, and shall have such further 
powers and duties as may be conferred upon them from time 
to time by the laws of this State, subject to the powers of 
appointment and supervision by the public domain commis- 
sion as hereinbefore enacted. The State game, fish and for-, 
estry department shall hereafter be known as **The State ~

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

SEIZURE or ILLEGAL NETS. — ^PROSECUTION. 

(5) Section 1. It shall be the duty of the public 
domain commission to seize all nets of illegal mesh found 
in use in the waters of this State, and all nets and other 
fishing or hunting apparatus or appliances of any kind 
found in use in violation of the laws of this. State, and to 
enforce the statutes of this State for the preservation of 
moose, wapiti, deer, birds and fish, and to enforce all 
other laws of this Statq for the {Protection and propagation 
of birds, game and fish now in force, or hereafter enacted. 
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and to bring or cause to be brought, and to prosecute or 
cause to be prosecuted, actions and proceedings in the name 
of the people of this State to punish any parties for the 
violation of said statutes and laws. Such actions and pro- 
ceedings may be brought in the name of the people in the 
like cases, in the same courts, and under the same circum- 
stances as they may now or may hereafter be brought by 
any individual or by the prosecuting attorneys of the several 
counties under and by virtue of any laws now existing or 
hereafter enacted. 

PBOCEEDINGS IN PROSECUTIONS. ' 

(6) Sec. 2. Said public domain commission or any 
officer appointed by said commission for the purpose oi 
enforcing any of the provisions of this act may make com- 
plaint and cause proceedings to be commenced against any 
person for the violation of any of the laws for the protection 
or propagation of game or fish without the sanction of the 
prosecuting attorney of the county in which such proceed-, 
ings are commenced, and in such case such officer shall not 
be obliged to furnish security for costs. Said commission 
or any of said officers may also appear for the people in any 
court of competent jurisdiction in any case for Violation of 
any of the laws for the protection or propagation or con- 
servation of game or fish, and prosecute the same in the 
same manner and with the same authority as the prose- 
cuting attorney of the county in which such proceedings are 
commenced, and may sign vouchers for the payment of 
juror and witness fees in such cases in the same manner 
and with the same authority as prosecuting attorneys in 
other criminal oases. Any of said officers shall have power 
to search any person and examine any boat, conveyance, 
vehicle, fish box, fish basket, game bag or game coat, or any 
other receptacle for game or fish, and may enter into or upon 
private or public property for such purpose or for the pur- 
pose of patrolling and investigating when he has good reason 
to believe that he will thereby secure evidence of a viola- 
tion of the law. Private property shall not include dwellings 
or dwelling houses, and any hindrance or interference, or 
attempt at hindrance or interference, with such patrol, 
investigation, search or examination, shall be prima facie 
evidence of a violation of the law by the parties who hinder 
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or interfere with, or attempt to hinder or interfere with 
such patrol, investigation, search or examination. Said 
officer shall at any and all times seize and take possession 
of any and all birds, animals or fish which have been 
caught, taken or killed, at a time, in a manner and for a 
purpose, or had in possession or under control, or have been 
shipped contrary to any of the laws of this Stat^, such 
seizure may be made without a warrant : Provided, That no 
common carrier shall be held responsible in damages or 
otherwise to any owner, shipper or consignee by reason of 
such loss or seizure hereunder. Any court having jurisdic- 
tion of the offense, upon receiving proof of probable cause 
for believing in the concealment of any bird, animal or fish, 
caught, taken, killed, had in possession, under control, or 
shipped contrary to any of the laws of this State, shall issue 
a search warrant and cause a search to be made in any 
place, and to that end may cause any building, enclosure, 
or car to be entered, and any apartment, chest, box, locker, 
crate, basket or package, to be broken open and the con- 
tents thereof examined by any of said oflacers. All birds, ani- 
mals or fish or nets or fishing or hunting appliances or 
apparatus of any kind seized by any of the said oflBcers 
shall be disposed of in such manner as may be directed by 
the court before whom the offense is tried, after complaint 
of seizure, on oath, shall have been made and filed with 
such court and an order issued by him served on the owner 
to show cause, if any, why the property mentioned in said 
complaint should not be condemned. Said order to show 
cause shall be returnable forthwith. In case a person 
from whom such property was seized is not known or cannot 
be located, a copy of the order to show cause shall be 
posted in one or more places in the county in which such 
seizure was made, or may be published in any newspaper, 
if there be one published in the coimty in which such 
seizure was made, said order to show cause so posted or 
published shall have a date fixed therein for a hearing, 
which shall not be held until such order is posted or printed 
for a period of not less than five days ; on the date fixed for 
said hearing the court shall by order direct the disposal of 
such property: Provided, That in case the owner of such 
goods or things seized sign a property release no court pro- 
ceedings shall be necessary. Said ofiicers shall not be liable 
for damages on account of any search, examination or 
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seizure, or the <lestniction of any nets or fishing or hunting 
apparatus of any kind, in accordance with the provisions of 
this act : Provided, That common carriers shall not be held 
responsible in damages or otherwise to any owner, shipper 
or consignee by reason of the loss or seizure herein pro- 
vided for. 

SEBVIGB OF WABBANT8.— SUNDAY ARBESTS. 

(7) Sec. 3. Said public domain commission, the game, 
flsh and forest fire commissioner, nnd any special assist- 
ants or deputy game and fish wardens appointed by said 
commission shall have the same power to serve criminal 
process as sheriffs, and shall have the same right as sheriffs 
to require aid in executing such process. Any of said 
officers may arrest, without warrant, any person caught by 
him in the act of violating any of the aforesaid laws for 
the protection, propagation or preservation of wild animals, 
birds or fish and take such person forthwith before a Justice 
of the peace, or other magistrate having jurisdiction, who 
shall prepare, without delay, to hear, try and determine 
the matter and the same proceedings shall be had as near 
as may be as in other criminal matters triable before a jus- 
tice of the peace, or other magistrate having jurisdiction. 
Such arrest may be made on Sunday and in such case the 
person arrested shall be taken before a justice of the peace 
or other magistrate having jurisdiction and proceeded 
against as soon as may be, on a week day following the 
arrest. 

CHIEF DEPUTr, CHIEF SIBE WARDEN, SPECIAL ASSISTANTS, 
El'O. — ^DUTIES, SALARIES AND EXPENSES. 

(8) Sec. 4. The public domain commission shall have 
power to appoint a chief deputy for whose acts it shall be 
responsible and may revoke such appointment at pleasure. 
Such chief deputy shall take the constitutional oath of 
ofiice and shall do such work in the game and fish depart- 
ment as shall be assigned to him. During the sickness, 
absence or disability of the game, flsh and forest fire com- 
missioner, he may execute the duties of said office. Such 
chief deputy shall devote his entire time to the work of 
the office and shall receive salary to be fixed by said public 
domain commission not exceeding twenty-five hundred dol- 
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lars. The public domain commission shall have power to 
appoint a chief fire warden at a salary not exceeding twenty- 
five hundred dollars per annum; a chief clerk at a salary 
not exceeding two thousand dollars per annum; a special 
assistant to the game, fish and forest fire commissioner at 
a salary not exceeding two thousand dollars per annum; 
two assistants to the chief clerk at a salary not exceeding 
fourteen hundred dollars per annum; a game keeper at a 
salary not exceeding two thousand dollars per annum. The 
public domain commission shall appoint special assistants 
to perform special services, State deputy game and fish warr 
dens, clerks and other employes necessary to conduct the 
work of the game, fish and forest fire department of the 
public domain commission, and to fix their comi)ensation, 
not exceeding, however, twelve hundred dollars each per 
annum, except the State deputy game and fish wardens, 
hereinafter directed to be paid on a per diem basis: Pro- 
vided, That special assistants as herein provided for shall 
receive a salary not to exceed twenty-five dollars per day, 
or a total amount not to exceed five hundred dollars for the 
services of any such special assistants in any one year. 
Any assistants or other employes who shall be appointed at a 
regular annual salary shall devote their entire time to the 
work of the department, and in addition to said salary shall 
receive actual expenses necessarily incurred when so 
employed. The State deputy game and fish wardens so 
appointed shall receive a salary to be fixed by the public 
domain commission on the merit basis aiid promotions to be 
made on examination of said deputies as to their previous 
experience and efficiency in the work of the department, 
such salary to be not less than two dollars and fifty cents per 
day, and not more than four dollars per day for each day 
actually spent in the discharge of their duties, together 
with their actual expenses necessarily incurred when so 
employed. All special assistants, State deputy game and 
fish wardens, clerks and other employes of the department 
shall be employed under the direction of the State game, 
fish and forest fire commissioner and shall be paid their 
salary and expenses semi-monthly on a warrant of the 
auditor general, on itemized vouchers therefor, verified 
under oath and approved and certified by the game, fish 
and forest fire commissioner: Provided, That the salary 
and expenses of the game, fish and forest fire commissioner, 
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eMet deputy game and^fish warden, special assistants, 8tate 
deputy game and fish wardens, clerks and other employes 
and all other expenses of the said game, fish and forest fire 
department shall not in any one year exceed the amount 
derived from the sale of licenses and all other fees now 
accruing and credited to the game, fish and forest fire depart- 
ment of the public domain commission under existing laws, 
and shall be paid from such funds. The public domain com- 
mission may, on the recommendation of the State game, 
fish and forest fire commissioner, appoint not to exceed 
three county game and fish wardens in each county of the 
State, who shall have the same powers in their respective 
counties as are provided for the State deputy game and 
fish wardens; the said county wardens may be employed 
by individuals, clubs or corporations interested in the 
enforcement of the game and fish laws when authorized 
by the S^ate game, fish and forest fire commissioner, and 
shall receive such other compensation as may be allowed and 
provided for by the supervisors of their respective counties, 
except in the case of Wayne and Saginaw, which is fixed 
by the county salary act for said counties. The game, fish 
and forest fire commissioner, the chief deputy game and 
fish warden, special assistants, and all State deputy game 
and fish wardens shall file a bond in such sum as the public 
domain commission shall require, after which a commis- 
sion shall be issued to such persons so appointed and quali- 
fied, which commission shall be the authority to perform 
the duties required of them by such appointment. The 
game, fish and forest fire commissioner and any special 
assistant, who may be appointed by the public domain com- 
mission under the provisions of this act or any existing law, 
shall be chosen from among men Isnown to possess a general 
and practical Isnowledge of the duties and laws governing 
the position to which they are so appointed, and all special 
assistants and deputy game, fish and forestry wardens shall 
be chosen and appointed for such time and under such civil 
service rules as the public domain commission shall devise, 
which will not be inconsistent with the statute under which

IITTEBFERENCE. — ^PE3TALTY. 

(9) Sec. 5. Any person who hinders, obstructs or Inter- 
feres with, or attempts to hinder, obstruct or interfere 
with the game, fish and forest fire commissioner, the chief 
deputy game, fish and forest fire commissioner, or any 
State or county deputy game, fish and forest fire commis- 
sioner in any of his duties, or any person who shall violate 
any of the other provisions of this act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars together with costs of suit, or may be committed 
to the county jail for a period of not less than ten days 
or more than ninety days, or both such fine and imprisons 
ment in the discretion of the court; and in default of the 
payment of any fine or costs such person may be committed 
to the coimty jail until such fine and costs are paid, or for a 
period not exceeding ninety days.

PEEVENTION AND SUPPRESSION OF FIBES. — FIRE WARDEN B. 

(17) § 765. Section 1. The State game, fish and for- 
est warden shall have charge of the prevention and sup- 
pression of forest fires, as hereinafter provided. The super- 
visors of townships are hereby constituted fire wardens of 
their respective townships. The State game, fish and forest 
warden shall appoint a fire warden for each surveyed town- 
ship of this State in which a supervisor does not reside. 
The fire warden so appointed shall be, where possible, a resi- 
dent of the surveyed township for which he is appointed. 

DI8TBIOTS. — SALARY AND TERM OF DEPUTY WARDENS. — DUTEES 

AND POWERS. 

(18) § 766. Sec. 2. The State game, fish and forestry 
warden shall divide the counties affected by this law into 
districts of suitable and convenient size as he may deem 
advisable and appoint for each of such districts a deputy 
game, fish and forestry warden: Provided, however, That 
not more than ten such deputy wardens shall be so appointed, 
who shall have all the powers heretofore possessed by deputy 
game and fish wardens. Each of such deputy game, fish 
and forestry wardens shall receive from the State a salary 
to be fixed by the State game, fish and forestry warden on 
a merit basis and promotion to be made upon examination 
of said deputies as to their previous experience and pro- 
ficiency in the work of the department, said salary to be 
not less than two dollars fifty cents per day, and not more 
than four dollars per day for each day actually spent in 
the discharge of their duties under the direction of the 
State game, fish and forestry warden, together with their 
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actual expenses necessarily incurred when so employed to 
be paid on the voucher of the auditor general semi-monthly. 
Such deputy game, fish and forestry wardens shall hold 
their office during the pleasure of the State game, fish and 
forestry warden, and shall be subject to removal by him 
at any time. It shall be the duty of such deputy game, fish 
and forestry wardens to familiarize themselves by personal 
investigation with the locality and the condition of the cut- 
over lands, prairie lands and other districts in their 
respective counties where fires are most likely to start and 
spread, and to take such precautions as they shall deem 
reasonable and proper to prevent the starting or spreading 
of fires in such districts, and in doing so, may enter upon 
lands and remove or destroy brush, rubbish and other dan- 
gerous combustible material wherever necessary. It shall 
be the duty of such deputy game, fish and forestry warden 
to caution all sportsmen, settlers and others of the danger 
of fires in the woods, to extinguish all fires left burning 
by anyone if within their power, and to give notice to any 
and all parties interested, when possible, of fires raging 
and beyond their control, to the end that the same may be 
controlled and extinguished. In case of fire, such deputy 
game, fish and forestry wardens shall have the power to 
employ assistance in emergencies to extinguish or control 
fires, to the same extent and in the same manner as fire 
wardens of townships in which fires are raging, and shall 
also have the power to call upon the fire wardens herein- 
before provided for in each of the townships affected by 
such fire for all such assistance as such township fire war- 
dens shall be entitled to employ under the provisions of this 
act. It shall be the duty of said deputy game, fish and 
forestry wardens, whenever possible to go to the place of 
fire, take personal charge of and direct all efforts to extin- 
guish and control the same. Said deputy game, fish and 
forestry warden shall have general charge of tcwnship fir© 
wardens In his district, and shall have authority to mass 
such fire warden force as may be available, at any special 
point ia hiA district, to suppress fires.

The State game, fish and forest 
warden shall have general charge of all the deputy game, 
fish and forest wardens and fire wardens hereinbefore 
provided for. Said deputy game, fish and forest wardens 
shall make annual reports to the State game, fish and 
forest warden, and such other written and verbal reports 
as he may require, which annual reports shall show in detail 
each fire occurring in such district, stating the cause of the 
same, the method used to control or extinguish such fire, 
amount of property destroyed and the number of lives lost, 
and such other facts as the State game, fish and forest 
warden may require. In case the fire warden force of any 
locality is deemed by the State game, fish and forest warden 
inadequate to prevent or suppress forest fires, he shall 
appoint temporarily needed fire wardens whose duties and 
authority shall be the same as is herein given to supervisors 
acting as fire wardens. He shall have authority to mass 
such fire warden force as may be available at any special 
point to suppress fires. He shall cooperate with any police or 
military force of the United States government which may 
be detailed to guard the national domain from fire. He 
shall investigate, or cause to be investigated by said deputy 
game, fish and forest wardens, the damages done from time 
to time by forest fires, and the causes of such fires, and 
include the same in the annual report to be made by him to 
the governor. The commissioner of the State land office is 
hereby made forest commissioner of the State. Said forest 
commissioner shall investigate the extent of the forests of 
the State, together with the amounts and varieties of the 
wood and the timber growing therein, the method used, if 
any, to promote the regrowth of timber, and any other 
facts relating to forest interests which he may regard as 
important The State game, fish and forest warden shall 
cooperate with the forest commissioner in securing such 
information, and shall render such assistance as may be 
possible through his department in securing the same.

absence of such fire warden to direct the work of control 
and extinguishment of forest fires in such district, and to 
arrest, without warrant every person found violating any 
provision of this act, and to forthwith take the offender 
before a magistrate and make complaint against such per- 
son.

Each fire warden shall receive for 
his actual services rendered under this act two dollars per 
day, one-fourth of which shall be paid by the municipality 
where such service is performed, and three-fourths by the 
State ; and any employe engaged in like service shall recei^ve 
at the rate of two dollars per day, and said expense shall 
also be paid, one-fourth by the municipality where such

The auditor general shall charge back 
to the county in which such service was rendered one- 
fourth of the amount so paid for services and the county 
treasurer of said county shall charge the same to the town- 
ship in which such service was rendered, which shall be 
allowed by the township treasurer in his settlement with 
the county treasurer : Provided, That no fire warden, shall 
be paid in any one year for more than twenty days' service 
in extinguishment and preventing forest fires, nor for more 
than five days* service in each year in posting notices and 
making the reports required by this act, nor in the aggre- 
gate, for more than twenty-five days* services of whatever 
character in any one year ; nor shall any one person employed 
by fire wardens to assist in extinguishing or preventing 
forest fires be paid for more than ten days of such service 
in any one year, except upon special instruction from the 
State game, fish aud forestry warden : Provided, That in 
case the township board of any township shall refuse and 
neglect to pay any proper and legitimate claim which may- 
be presented to them, within thirty days after receipt 
thereof, the person presenting such claim or his assigns shall 
have the right to appeal to the State game, fish and forestry

It shall be the duty of all raU- 
road companies operating any railroad within this State, 
to use efficient spark arresters on all their engines and to 
keep their right of way to the width of fifty feet on each 
side of the center of the main track cleared of all com- 
bustible material and safely dispose of the same within 
said limits of their right of way between the fifteenth day 
of April and the first day of December. No railroad com- 
pany shall permit its employes to leave a deposit of fire or 
live coals or hot ashes in the immediate vicinity of wood- 
land or lands liable to be overrun by fires, and where 
engineers, conductors or trainmen discover that fences or 
other materials along the right of way or woodland adjacent 
to the railroad are burning or in danger from fire, they 
shall report the same promptly at the next telegraph sta- 
tion at which an operator is on duty. In season of drought, 
railroad companies shall give particular instruction to 
their employes for the prevention and prompt extinguish- 
ment of fires, and they shall cause warning placards fur- 
nished by the forestry commissioner to be posted at their 
stations in the vicinity of forests and grasslands, and where 
a fire occurs along the line of their road, they shall con- 
centrate such help and adopt such measures as shall be 
available to effectively extinguish it. Any railroad com- 
pany wilfully violating the requirements of this act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and be punished by a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars for each such 
offense, and railroad employes wilfully violating the require- 
ments of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
be punished by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars, and in default of the payment of such fine 
and costs of prosecution, shall be committed to the county jail 
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tot a period not exceeding ninety days. But this section sliall 
not be construed to prohibit or prevent any railroad company 
from piling or keeping upon the right of way, cross ties or 
other material necessary In the operation or maintenance of 
such railroad : Provided, That for the purpose of this act 
the term "railroad company" shall include any and all rail- 
road companies, loggings road companies or any and all com- 
panies which operate a steam locomotive at any time or 
place outside of the limits of incorporated cities and villages.

It shall be the duty of each and 
every owner of threshing or other portable steam engines 
to have efficient spark arresters on their engines at all 
times when in use, and no person in charge of any threshing 
engine shall deposit live coals ^r hot ashes from his engine 
in any place without putting them out or covering them with 
at least three inches of earth before leaving them. All per- 
sons violating the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine not less than five dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars.

(33) S 781. Sec. 17. The forest commissioner shall* 
annually on or before the first day of December, make a 
written report to the governor, together with an itemized 
account of the expenses incurred in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act, which report shall Include such statistics 
and facts as he has obtained from the chief fire warden 
and from the several fire wardens of the State, and from 
other sources, together with his suggestions relative to the 
preservation of the forests of the State and the prevention 
and extinguishment of forest fires.

The People of the State of Michdffon enact: 

BOABD OF FISH COMMISSIONERS. — TEBM. — ^POWERS. — VACANOtBS. 

(40) § 7573. Section 1. That it shall be the duty of 
the governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, to appoifit three persons, residents of this State, who 
shall constitute a board of fish commissioners. The persons 
so appointed shall hold oflSce each for the term of six years, 
the terms of office of the several persons now composing 
said board to continue for the time for which they were 
appointed, or until their respective successors are appointed, 
confirmed and qualified. The board of fish commissioners 
as at present organized and constituted by law, and their 
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successors in office appointed hereunder, or under any act 
of the legislature of this State which may hereafter become 
a law shall constitute a body corporate by and with the

(82) § 7739. Sec. 4. The State board of fish commis- 
sioners is authorized to sell non-resident angler's licenses 
provided for in this act to any proper and competent per- 
son, firm or corporation, in pads of not less than five 
licenses with stubs of each kind ordered: Provided, That 
licenses so sold shall be paid for in advance at their face 
value less a discount of ten per cent. Said board of fish 
commissioners is hereby authorized and directed to refund 
at actual cost price to such purchasers for all unsold licenses 
whenever same are returned to the office of said board. All 
moneys thus received from the sale of non-resident angler's

Within thirty days after the close 
of a calendar year each county clerk, each city, village and 
township clerk who shall have undertaken the issuance of 
licenses hereunder, and the State game, fish and forestry 
warden shall return to the State board of fish commissioners 
all imsold license blanks complete, together with one stub 
of each license sold by him during the preceding calendar 
year, together with a sworn statement showing the number 
of licenses received by him from the State board of fish

The People of the State of Michigcm enact: 

LICENSE TO SPEAB CISCO, WHITE FISH AND CARP. — FEE. 

(88) Section 1. It shall not be unlawful to spear cisco, 
white fish and carp in the inland waters of this State by 
means of artificial lights from the first day of October until 
December thirtieth, both inclusive, in each year : Provided, 
That every person desirous of spearing such fish in the 
Inland waters of this State shall first make application .to 
the State game, fish and forest fire commissioner, or one of 
his deputies, for a license so to do, for which license said 
person shall pfty the sum of one dollar per year, this fee to 
be forwarded to the State game, fish and forest fire coiii- 
missioner, and shall be used to pay for the services of a 
deputy game, fish and forest fire commissioner for his con- 
stant attendance during the season before specified on waters 
for which such permit is given. The said licenses shall be 
prepared by the State game, fish and forest fire commis- 
sioner in such form as he may deem advisable: Provided, 
That white fish and cisco taken by authority of such permit 
shall not be bought or sold.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

LICENSE TO PBOPAOATE TBOUT, FOB SALE. — HOW ISSUEa 

(90) S 7631. Sectioit 1. The State board of fish com- 
missioners shall issue a license to any person, partnership 
or corporation who is the owner or lessee or lawfully in 
control of any private waters, when engaged in the business 
of propagating brook trout or rainbow trout for sale ; also 
to any. person, partnership or corporation engaged in the 
business of selling brook trout or rainbow trout propagated 
tai such private waters or purchased from a person, partner- 
ship or corporation licensed as aforesaid. The application 
shall be acted upon by said board within ten days after the 
same shall be filed with its secretary.

AFPUOATION. — BOND. — ^LIQUIDATED DAMAGES. — ^BECOVEBY. —

(91) S 7632. Sec. 2. Before any such license is issued, 
a written application therefor shall be filed in the office of 
said board by the person, partnership or corporation desir- 
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ing such license. The application shall state the full name 
and postoffice address of the applicant, with a description 
of the premises where such business is to be conducted, a 
description and the location of the building where trout are 
to be hatched and where trout are to be sold and whether 
such trout are to be sold for consumption, or alive, for 
stocking other waters, or for both such purposes, etc. Such

No such fish shall be sold or 
transported of a size less than seven inches in length, except 
when such fish are sold and transported alive for the purpose 
of stocking other waters within or without this State : Pro- 
vided, That such fish may be sold and transported within 
or without this State at any time under the provisions of 
this act and not otherwise. 
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SHIPMENTS.^ — BILL OP LADING. — DUTY OF SHIPPEB. — STATE- 
MENT. 

(93) § 7634. Sec. 4. No person shall sell or ship or 
cause to be sold or shipped or transported, and no person 
or corporation shall transport any such brook trout or rain- 
bow trout, unless there shall be made, in duplicate, a bill 
of lading describing such shipments, signed by the carrier, 
or his or its agent, showing the true date of such« shipment, 
and to which shall be attached a true invoice or bill of sale 
of such fish, which shall set forth approximately the num- 
ber and the true aggregate weight of the fish sold, the 
name and residence of the seller, shipper or consignor, and 
of the purchaser or consignee, nor unless the package con- 
taining such fish shall be plainly marked .with the name 
and address of the consignee, the name of the shipper, and 
that it contains brook trout or rainbow trout. Said package 
shall contain no other kind of fish whatever. The seller or 
shipper of such trout shall, within twenty-four hours after 
the sale or shipment is made as aforesaid, forward one copy 
of such bill of lading and invoice to the State game warden, 
by mail, at such place as he shall direct, or deliver the 
same to him in person, and the other copy to the consignee ; 
and within six days after the receipt of such fish, if sold to 
a purchaser residing in this State, such purchaser or con- 
signee shall forward the said copy of bill of lading and 
invoice to the State game warden by mail at such place as 
he shall direct, or deliver the same to him in person, 
together with a true statement showing whether or not said 
fish described therein have been sold or what other disposi- 
tion has been made of the same. •

SALE AT RETAIL. — SIGN TO BE PUT UP. — INVOICE TO BE 

EXHIBITED. 

(94) § 7635. Sec. 5. No licensee shall sell at retail 
within this State any brook trout or rainbow trout, propa- 
gated and raised at private hatcheries, as herein provided, 
except at a regular place of business which is known to 
the public ; nor unless at such place of business there shall 
be kept posted up in a conspicuous place, so that it may be 
easily read, a sign or notice, which shall contain the follow-

Any person, or persons, or cor- 
poration who shall ship, transport or sell brook trout or 
rainbow trout contrary to the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and each sale shall be 
deemed a separate offense ; and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars nor more 
than fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
exceeding thirty days.

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COMMERCIAL FISHING IN GREAT LAKES, ETC. 

An Act to preserve and perpetuate the commercial fisheries 
of the State; to regulate the taking of fish in the waters 
of Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron and Erie and the 
bays thereof ; to define the connecting waters between said 
lakes within the jurisdiction of this State ; to regulate the 

' transportation, sale and possession of fish taken from said 
waters; to prescribe penalties for violations of this act 
and to repeal act number one hundred eighty-eight of the 
public acts of eighteen hundred seventy-five, act number 
three hundred ninety-nine of the local acts of eighteen 
hundred ninety-five, and act number three hundred forty- 
two of the public acts of nineteen hundred seventeen. 

[Act 159, P. A. 1919.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

FISH PBOPERTY OF STATE. 

(96) Section 1. All fish of whatever kind found in the 
waters of Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron and Erie, com- 
monly known as the Great Lakes, and the bays thereof 
within the jurisdiction of this State, shall be, and are 
hereby declared to be, the property of the State of Michigan, 
and shall be taken, transported, sold and poslsessed only in 
accordance with the provisions of this act. 

UNLAWFUL SETTING OF NETS. — CONNECTING WATERS DEFINED. 

(97) Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful to place or set any 
kind of a net or to take or attempt to take any kind of fish 
with a net in any of the connecting waters between Lake 
Superior and Lake Huron and the connecting waters between 
Lake Huron and Lake Erie. For the purpose of this act 
the connecting waters between Lake Superior and Lake 
Huron shall be defined as all that part of the Straits of St. 
Mary in this State, extending from a line drawn from Birch 
Point Range front light to the most westerly point of Round 
Island, thence following the shore of Round Island to the 
most northerly point thereof, thence f roni the most northerly 
point of said Round Island to Pointe Aux Pins light. 
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Ontario, to a line drawn due east and west from the most 
southerly point of Little Lime Island; and the connecting 
waters of Lake Huron and Lake Erie shall be defined as 
all the St Glair river and all of Lake St. Clair and all of the 
Detroit river extending from Fort Gratiot Light in .Lake 
Huron to a point in the lower Detroit river where the center 
line of Oak street, city of Wyandotte, Wayne county, Mich- 
igan, extended due east, would intersect the international 
boundary line. 

WHERE UNLAWFUL TO SET 1?ETS. 

(98) Seo. 3. It shall be unlawful to set any net within 
one hundred sixtv rods on either side of the mouth of any 
river emptying into Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron or 
Erie, commonly known as the Great Lakes, or the bays 
thereof, navigable for vessels drawing ten feet or more, 
leaving an open channel of one mile in width for the free 
passage of fish, extending at right angles from the shore 
liide as near as may be, two miles from shore, nor less than 
forty rods on either side of the mouth of any other river, 
or the outlet of any inland lake, leaving an open channel of 
eighty rods in width for the free passage of fish, extending 
at right angles with the shore line, as near as may be, two 
miles out from the shore, in which no net of any kind, or 
other device shall be set, placed or used for the purpose of 
taking fish. 

where unlawful to set nets, set hook, etc. 

(00) Seo. 4. It shall be unlawful to place or set any net, 
set hook or other device for the purpose of taking or catch- 
ing fish at the mouth of the Saginaw river, which will 
extend a greater distance than one mile from the shore, 
within one mile along the shore of either side of the thread 
of the stream or at the mouth of any other river emptying 
into Lakes Superior, Huron, Michigan or Erie, or the bays 
or inlets thereof, within the State of Michigan, if said, river 
is navigable for vessels drawing ten feet or more of Tfater. 
This provision, however, shall not be construed to permit 
the setting of nets or set hooks within one hundred sl^ty 
rods of the mouth of: any river navigable for vessels drawing 
ten feet or more of water, nor within forty rods opt either 
side of the mouth of any other river or. the. outlet of any 
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inland lake. For the purpose of this section the < shore Blmll 
be deemed to commence at those points where, the water 
shall be four feet in depth. In case of dispute as to tbe 
location of the open channel the same shall be determined 
by the State game, fish and forest fire commissioner : Pro- 
vided, That it shall be lawful at all times to catch any kind 
of fish in these connecting waters, and from the docks, har- 
bors of refuge or breakwaters, with a hook and line, except 
black bass, brook trout, rainbow trout, American brown 
trout, and steelhead trout, or any other game fish protected 
by the laws of this State which shall only be taken or pos- 
sessed in the manner and at the time specified by the laws 
of -the State of Michigan protecting such fish. 

WHEN LAWFUIi TO USE SET HOOK LINES. ETC. 

(100) Seo. 5. It shall hereafter be lawful to use in the 
waters of Lakes Michigan, Sui)erior, Huron and EJrie 
and the bays thereof, within the jurisdiction of this State, 
set hook lines for the purpose of taking fish; and for the 
purpose of securing bait for use of baiting said hook lines, 
it shall be lawful to use gill nets with meshes of not less 
than one and one-half inches nor more than two inches when 
and where such nets will not take immature fish: Pro- 
vided, That it shall be unlawful to market or have in pos- 
session for the puri)ose of marketing any fish taken in such 
bait nets: Provided, That all bait, fresh or old shall be 
taken ashore. 

ULWFUL MESHES OF POUND, ETC.. NETS, SEINES, ETC. 

WHEN HOOP FYKE, ETC., NETS CONSn>ERED 

POUND NETS. 

(101) Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person to use 
in the waters of Lakes Michigan, Superior, Huron and 
Erie and the bays thereof, within the jurisdiction of this 
State, any pound or trap net, gill net, seine or any fixed; 
set or movable net of any kind or description whatever, the 
meshes of which are different than prescribed by this sec- 
tion, as follows : Gill nets with meshes of not less than four 
and one-half inches may be used for the taking of wliite 
fish and trout; gill nets with mesh^ of not less than three 
and one-eighth inches nor more than three and one-half 
inches may be used in not less than sixty fathoms of water 
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for the taking of longjaws, chubs, black fins and fat trout, 
commonly called siscowets, wherever they will not interfere 
with or take whitefish or lake trout, until January one, 
nineteen hundred twenty-one. After that date the said gill 
nets having meshes of not less than three and one-eighth 
inches nor more than three and one-half inches will be 
unlawful to use in any of the waters of the State of Mich- 
igan for the taking of any kind of fish. Gill nets . with 
meshes of two and three-fourths inches, extension measure, 
from center of knot to center of knot when fully extended 
as found in use, may be used for the purpose of taking 
herring, chubs, perch and pilot fish, commonly called meno- 
minees, wherever and whenever they will not take to exceed 
ten per cent of wall-eyed pike, perch, suckers, whitefish or 
lake trout, such percentage to be determined by the State 
game, fish and forest fire commissioner, or any one of his 
deputies, by inspection of the fish taken in such nets by him 
or any of his representatives : Provided, That all uninjured 
immature fish shall be returned to the waters from which 
they were taken with as little injury as possible, by person 
or persons lifting the net or nets ; all sound dead fish fit for 
food found in said nets shall be and are hereby declared to 
be the property of the State, and shall not be sold or disposed 
of or destroyed by any person, firm, co-partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation taking the same, but shall be dressed 
and brought in and delivered to the State game, fish and 
forest fire commissioner or his representatives at their or his 
fishing port, and the said immature sound dead fish shall be 
then disposed of by the State game, fish and forest fire com- 
missioner for use and benefit of the people of thA State of 
Michigan: Provided, however. That if said fish are not 
taken over by said State game, fish and forest fire commis- 
sioner, said fish may be retailed at price not to exceed five 
cents a pound, except when a higher price is authorized by 
said commissioner. The State game, fish and forest fire 
commissioner may in his discretion pay fishermen not to 
exceed five cents per pound for dressing, icing, packing and 
shipping said fish in accordance with his instructions, to 
State institutions or to other designated points to be sold 
by said State game, fish and forest fire commissioner to the 
people of the State of Michigan for use only, at actual cost. 
Said State game, fish and forest fire commissioner is hereby 
given authority to remove or cause to be removed any of 
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such nets whenever or wherever, from the inspection herein 
provided, he shall determine that such nets are tak- 
ing more immature whitefish, trout, wall-eyed pike, perch 
or suckers than allowed by the provisions of this sec- 
tion. Gill nets with meshes of not less than two and one-, 
half inches may be used for the purpose of taking blue back 
herring when set not more than two fathoms below the 
surface of the water in waters of a depth of not less than 
ten fathoms wherever they will not interfere with or take 
whitefish or trout or any other fish protected under the laws' 
of this State : Provided further. That gill nets with meshes 
of not less than two and one-half inches may be used for the 
purpose of taking blue back herring from November first 
to December fifteenth in each year. Pound nets with the 
pot, crib or pocket, being that part of the net in which fish 
are finally captured, having meshed of not less than three 
and one-half inches in the bottom, sides and front, as found 
in use, extension measure, from center of knot to center of 
knot when fully extended, with the back having meshes of 
not more than two Inches* extension measure as manufac- 
tured, for at least fifteen feet below the suifface of the water, 
with the lead having meshes of not less thah five inched, 
the funnel and the heart having meshes of not less than four 
inches, extension measure as manufactured, may be used for 
taking whitefish and trout : Provided, That pound nets having 
meshes of not less than four inches as found in use may be 
used without the use of the small mesh back above provided. 
Pound nets, with the front, sides and bottom of the pot, 
crib or pocket having meshes of not less than two and one- 
fourth hiches and the back having meshes of not more 
than two inches, the funnel inside of the pot, crib or pocket 
two and one-fourth inches, and such part of the funnel 
outside of the crib or pocket with the heart and lead four 
inches, as manufactured, may be used for the purpose of 
taking pickerel, perch, herring, and other rough fish where 
the season's catch of mature whitefish and trout does not 
exceed ten per cent per annum; and pound nets with 
meshes of not less than two inches extension measure, as 
manufactured, in pots, cribs or pockets, may be used from 
October first of each year to June fifteenth of the year fol- 
lowing for the purpose of taking herring where they do. not 
interfere with or catch immature whitefish or trout Seines 
having wings with the meshes of not less than four inches 
and the pocket or bag, the bag of which shall not be mor« 
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than one-fourth the length of the seine, having meshes of 
not less than two and one-fourth inches, extension measare^ 
as used, may be used for the purpose of taking pickerel, wall- 
eyed pike, perch, herring, chubs, and other rough fish wher- 
ever they will not Interfere with or take whitefish or trout: 
Provided, That seines shall not be used in any of the con- 
necting waters of the Great Lakes for any purpose except 
for fish culture, when used by the State game, fish and forest 
fire commissioner or his representatives. Hoop fyke netB^ 
gobbler nets, trap nets, finnish nets or any other kind of a 
net having a pocket or crib on the principal of a pound net 
are considered under this act to be pound nets and when 
used must be so set or staked as to bring a portion of the 
heart or pockets, by the use of an open funnel extending 
to and opened into the pocket or heart of the net, to the sur- 
face of the water by means of a stake, fioat, rack or other 
device. It shall be unlawful to use in the paters of the 
said lakes, bays or harbors, submarine trap nets; and anj 
of the above kind of trap nets, hoop fyke or other species of 
net when set below the surface of the water shall for the 
purpose of this act be deemed a submarine trap net All 
gill nets as prescribed in this section shall be by extension 
measure, from center of knot to center of knot when fully 
extended as used for the purpose of taking fish. 

UNLAWFUL TAKING OF TEOUT AND WHITEFISH. 

(102) Sec. 7. It shall be unlawful to take from any of 
the waters named in this act any trout from the tenth day 
of Octol)er to the eighth day of November, inclusive, in each 
year, other than provided for by section six of this act. It 
shall be unlawful to take from any of the waters named In 
this act any, whitefish from the twentieth day of November 
until the fifteenth day of December, inclusive, in each year. 
It is declared to be a violation of this act to set nets for the 
taking of trout and whitefish before the first day of the 
open season for taking said fish. 

WHEN MAY TAKE FOB CULTURE, 

(IGU) Sec. 8. The State game, fish and forest fire com- 
missioner may authorize the taking of trout and whitefish 
for the purpose of fish culture at any time during the open 
or closed season herein provided, when it is determined by 
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test nets set under the direction of the State game, fish and 
forest fire commissioner, that forty per cent of the fish 
taken are ripe and ready to spawn. 

SAVING AND DELIVERY OF SPAWN. — PLANTING OF SPAWN. 

(104) Sec. 9. All persons, firms, co-partnerships, asso- 
ciations or corporations engaged in fishing for whitefish, 
trout or wall-eyed pike, in the waters named in this act, 
shall from the beginning of the spawning season for these 
fish, such time to be determined by test under the direction 
of the State game, fish and forest fire commissioner, until 
the beginning of the closed season provided by section seven 
of this act, and after the said closed season, strip all ripe 
fish, both male ai^d female, save all of the spawn, properly 
impregnate it, and deliver it to the State game, fish and 
forest fire commissioner, or to his representatives, at his or 
its fishing port, and all such persons, firms, co-partnerships, 
associations and corporations shall have a sufficient force of 
men on each boat properly to save, handle, impregnate and 
deliver such spawn. The saving, handling, impregnating 
and delivering of spawn shall be done under the direction 
of the State game, fish and forest fire commissioner and in 
accordance with such regulations and under such super.- 
vision, as he may prescribe : Provided, That the said State 
game, fish and forest fire commissioner shall not discriminate 
against any person, firm, co-partnership, association or cor- 
Iioration engaged in such fishing during said closed or open 
season, having a sufficient force of men on each boat properly 
^ 8»F^ handle, impregnate and deliver sueh aftenwu^ at any 
port or fishing ground when it has been determined that fish 
are rii)e for spawning, and when such determination has 
been made by the State game, fish and forest fire commis- 
sioner, the fishing season automatically opens at such port 
or fishing ground. 

FISH FOB CULTURE, ETC. FAILURE TO COMPLY. 

(105) Sec. 10. The State game, fish and forest fire com- 
missioner shall deliver to designated representatives of the 
United States bureau of fisheries and representatives of the 
Michigan fish commission so much of said spawn as may 
be desired by said bureau or commission to supply its hatch- 
eries for propagation and planting in the waters of said lakes 
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within the jurisdiction of this State; and the remainder of 
the :3pawn sliall be planted upon the spawning beds from 
which it was taken. The persons, firms, co-pa rtnerslilps, 
associations or corporations so fishing shall plant oh the 
spawning beds, when directed so to do by the State game, 
fishi and forest fire commissioner, such proportion of the 
spawn as may have been taken from fish caught by said 
persons, firms, co-partnerships, associations or corporations. 
Any person, firm, co-partnership, association or corporatfon 
refusing or failing to comply with the provisions of this 
section shall be deemed guilty of a violation of the provisions 
of this act. 

LAWFUL TO TAKE FOR FISH CULTURE, ETC. 

(106) Sec. 11. It shall be lawful for the State gaine, 
fish and forest fire commissioner and the State board of fish 
commissioners to take fish in any manner, in any of the 
waters mentioned in this act, at any and all seasons of the 
year, for the puri)ose of fish culture and scientific investiga- 
tion; to have and to hold ripe and unripe fish in order to 
take spawn therefrom ; to sell all such ripe and unripe fish ; 
and to devote the proceeds of such sales exclusively toward 
defraying the expenses incurred in taking such fish and fer- 
tilizing and planting the spawn therefrom. 

SHIPPING OF FISH. — SEIZURE OF UNLAWFUL SHIPMENTK. 

(107) Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any person, nrm, 
<*o-partnership, association or corporation to ship or trans- 
port within this State any fish in packages or fish cars with- 
out plainly and correctly marking each package or fish car 
with the name of the consignor and the consignee, and the 
kinds of fish and the number of pounds of each kind con- 
tained therein. It shall be unlawful for any railroad com- 
pany, boat line, express company, or other transportation 
company or common carrier, or any agent of any such com- 
pany, to accept for shipment or transport any package or fish 
car containing fish unless it is proi)erly marked as prescribed 
in this section. The presence in any package or fish car of ten 
per centum of any fish that it is illegal to ship sball make 
the entire contents of said package or fish car subject to 
seizure as an illegal shipment. 
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ILLEGAL FISH. — ^WHO DEEMED FOSSESSOB OF. 

(108) Sec. 13. X^e possession of any package of illegal 
flslk offered to any common carrier as mentioned in section 
twelve, shall be construed to be and remain in the consignor 
antU delivered to the consignee: Provided, That if any 
common carrier as hereinbefore mentioned is not able, or 

, refuses or neglects to show from whom the consignment of 
any shipment of fish was received, the shipment is hereby 
declared to be in possession of -the common carrier having 
same in transit and they may be proceeded against the 
same as the original owner. 

IITSPECTION OF FISH IN TBANSIT. 

(109) Sec. 14. Any package or car of fish in transit 
opened by the State game, fish and forest fire commissioner 
or his deputies, if found to be a lawful shipment under this 
act, shall be repacked in as good condition as possible: 
Provided, That no package or car of fish legally shipped 
shall be detained in transit by or for inspection. 

hBOAJu WEIGHT OF WHITEFISH, LAKE TBOUT, ETC. — MABKETINQ. 

(110) Sec. 15. It shall be unlawful to market or have In 
possession at any time in this State, whether caught within 
or without this State, any whitefish of less weight than two 
pounds in the round or one pound and ten ounces when 
dressed, and one pound and six ounces when dressed, head 
off and salted ; any lake trout of a less weight than one and 
one-half pounds in the round or one and one-fourth pounds 
when dressed and ciscowets trout two pounds in the round. 
Dressed fish within the meaning of this act shall be fish 
with gills and all entrails removed. It shall hereafter be 
unlawful for any person to market or offer for sale within 
this State, any dressed trout that the gills have not been 
removed therefrom. Nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the marketing or selling of whitefish or trout of a legal 
weight in the round ; any perch of a less length than nine 
inches; any mullet of a less weight' than one pound; any 
grass pike of a less weight than one pbund ; any catfish of a 
less weight than two pounds ; any bullheads of a less weight 
thim eight ounces in the round ; any wall-eyed pike or yellow 
pickerel of a less weight than one pound ; any rock bass of a 
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less weight than five ounces; any sunfish of a less weight 
than four ounces ; any blue gills of a, less weight than four 
ounces : Provided, That it shall be lawful to transport and 
sell any of the above kinds of fish of a legal weight and 
legally caught during any season of the year. 

RETUBN OF IMMATUBE FISH. — ^IMMATUBE FISH DEanNKD. 

(111) SEa 16. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons engaged in lifting pound nets or seines in the waters 
of this State, to take from the said waters any immature 
fish, and all immature fish found in the nets fished in said 
waters shall be returned to said waters with as little injury 
as possible by the person or persons lifting the net or nets : 
Providied further, That it shall not be unlawful for fishermen 
to have in possession, not to exceed in quantity the per- 
centage allowed in section six of this act, lake trout, wall- 
eyed pike, perch or suckers, of a less weight than established 
by tlds section which are caught in two and three-fourths 
inch mesh gill nets, and the same may be shipped and dis- 
posed of only under the direction of the State game, fl^ 
and forest fire commissioner. For the purpose of this act 
immature fish shall be construed to mean fish of a less 
weight than established by this act: Provided, however. 
That the provisions of this section shall not apply to fish 
taken from the waters herein mentioned with hook and 
line by persons for their own use and not for sale, but in 
such case the same regulations shall be observed as now 
ai^y to inland lakes and waters. 

UNLAWFUL TO NET CERTAIN FISH. 

(112) Sec. 17. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
take or catch with any kind of a net in any of the waters 
mentioned in this act, black bass of any kind, any brook 
trout, rainbow trout, American brown trout. Lock Leven 
trout, steelhead trout, or any other species of brook trout, 
or to sell or offer for sale or to have in possession at any 
time any of the said fish taken with nets. Any such fish 
found in any net shall at once be returned to the waters from 
which taken with as little harm as possible to said fish, by 
the person or persons lifting the net or nets. 
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LEGAL WEIGHT OF STUBOEON. 

(113) Sec. 18. It shall be unlawful to take or catch In 
any manner any sturgeon in any of the waters mentioned in 
this act, weighing less than twenty pounds in the round or 
to sell or offer for sale, or have in possession at any time, 
any sturgeon taken from said waters, weighing less than 
twenty pounds in the round, or fourteen pounds dressed 
with head, fins and entrails removed. 

MASKING LOCATION OF NETS. 

(114) Sec. 19. It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm, co-partnership, association or corporation to set or use 
nets, set lines with baited hooks, or any other continuous 
device in any of the waters mentioned in this act without 
marking the location of and identifying said nets, or other 
devices by attaching to the buoy, fiags at least four feet 
above the surface of the water and showing the boat, set 
line or net license number in plain figures upon the bowls 
or flags of said buoys of the person, firm, co-partnership, 
association or corporation using the nets, set lines or other 
devices ; the license number to be attached to the stakes at 
the heart or iK)t of pound nets ; to the funnel rack or heart 
stake of trap nets, where the heart and pot are set below 
the surface of the water; to a buoy at the point of heart 
or pot of fyke nets where the cover of the hearts or pots 
comes to the surface of the water. 

INSPECTION OF INTERSTATE SHIPMENTS. 

(115) Bec 20. Every person, firm, co-partnership, asso: 
elation or corporation taking fish for market in any of the 
waters mentioned in this act shall bring them to some port 
or place in Michigan where they may be inspected b^ore 
shipping them to any market outside the boundaries of this 

• State. 

SALE OF WHITEFISH, ETC. 

(116) Sec 21. Every person, firm, co-partnership, asso- 
ciation or corporation taking in whitefish or trout or both, 
for the market in any of the waters mentioned in this act 
shall sell to the citizens of this State at his or their home 
port or fish-house, packing house or other place where fish 
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are landed for inspection, packing or shipping, either to 
points outside or within the State, fish for use only, at a 
price not to exceed the wholesale shipping price then pre- 
vailing in Michigan, plus two cents per pound. 

STATE MAY TAKE OVER PISH FOB CULTUBE. 

(117) Sec. 22. The State of Michigan through the State 
game, fish and forest fire commissioner, reserves to itself 
the right to take over sufficient of any and all the fish in 
condition for fish culture taken by any person, firm, co-part- 
nership, association or corporation fishing in Michigan 
waters only for fish culture and when so taken they shall be 
weighed, and made to pay for same either at nets or crating 
station, plus cost of transportation, if any, the same to be 
determined by the public domain commission, based on jChi- 
cago. New York and Detroit markets, or at such other 
prices as may be agreed upon by person or persons taking 
fish and the State game, fish and forest fire commissioner. 

ACCOUNT OF FISH AND SPAWN. — ^YEARLY REPORT. 

(118) Sec. 23. Every person, firm, co-partnership, asso- 
ciation or corporation taking fish for the market in any 
of the waters mentioned in this act shall keep an accurate 
account of the number of pounds of each kind of fish taken 
and the number of quarts of spawn taken and the number 
of pounds of caviar taken by them, together with the disposi- 
tion of such spawn and caviar and shall on or before Feb- 
ruary first of each year report to the State game, fish and 
forest fire commissioner the total number of pounds of each 
of the kinds of fish caught during the year ending Decem- 
ber thirty-first preceding the filing of the report, and the 
number of quarts of spawn taken and its disposition and 
the number of pounds of caviar taken. 

PENALTY. — SECOND AND SUBSEQUENT OFFENSES. 

(119) Sec. 24. Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall, upon conviction, for the first offense 
be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars and costs of prosecution, 
or imprisonment in the county jail for not more than thirty 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discre- 
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tlon of the court; and for the second or any subsequent 
offense, charged as such in the complaint, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars and cost of prosecution, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail for not less than thirty days nor more 
than ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court. When a fine with costs is 
imposed under the provisions of this act, the court shall sen- 
tence the offender to be confined in the county jail until 
such fine and costs are paid, but for a period not exceeding 
the maximum penalty for the offense.

An Act to regulate and license fishing with tugs, launches, 
boats and nets in the waters bordering on this State. 

[Act 153, P. A. 1907.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

UNLAWFUL TO USE flOATS AND NETS WITHOUT REGISTRATION 

AND LICENSE. 

(121) § 7729. Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm, company, co-partnership, partnership, associa- 
tion or corporation to make use of any kind of a boat, tug 
or launch, except row boats, net or nets in connection with 
the commercial fishing industry or for the purpose of taking, 
catching or transporting fish to be sold or offered for sale, 
in any of the waters bordering on this State, without first 
having been registered in the office of the State game, fish 
and forestry warden, and a license issued therefor in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act. 

HOW LICENSES PROCURED. 

■ 

(122) S 7730. Sec. 2. Any person, firm, company, co- 
partnership, partnership association or corporation desiring 
a license imder the provisions of this act shall make applica- 
tion therefor on oath to the State game, fish and forestry 
warden on a blank provided for that purpose by the State 
game, fish and forestry warden, accompanied by the fee 
hereinafter provided. Such application shall state the name 
and residence of the applicant, the manner in which he pro- 
poses to fish, name of the tug, launch or boat and the gross 
tonnage thereof, and the kind of net or nets for which he 
desires a license. 
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GAME WARDEN TO ISSUE LICENSES. — ^FEES FOB RESIDENTS AND 

NON-RESIDENTS. 

(123) § 7731. Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the State 
game, fish and forestry warden when application is made 
by any person, firm, company, co-partnership, partnership 
association or corporation in accordance with section two 
of this act, to issue the license provided for in this act upon 
payment by the applicant, if a resident of this State, of the 
following fees : For each sail boat propelled by means of a 
sail, five dollars per year ; for each boat propelled by steam, 
gasoline, naphtha, electricity or other motive power of less 
than five tons, gross tonnage, ten dollars per year; for each 
boat propelled by steam, gasoline, naphtha, electricity, or 
other motive power of over five tons, gross tonnage, two 
dollars per each gross ton per year: Provided, however, 
That no resident person, firm, company, co-partnership, 
partnership association or corporation shall be required to 
pay more than fifty dollars on any one boat in one year. 
If he desires to make use of one or more nets of any Mnd 
for the purpose of fishing without a boat or under the ice 
during the winter months, he shall pay a fee of one dollar 
per year. If a non-resident of this State, he shall pay the 
following fees : For each sail boat propelled by means of a 
sail, twenty-five dollars per year; for each boat propelled 
by steam, gasoline, naphtha, electricity or other motive power, 
the said boat being less, than ten tons, gross tonnage, fifty 
dollars per year ; for each boat propelled by steam, gasoline, 
naphtha, electricity or other motive power of more than 
ten tons, gross tonnage, five dollars for each gross ton per 
year: Provided, however. That no non-resident person, 
firm, company, co-partnership, partnership association or 
corporation shall be required to pay more than two hundred 
dollars on any one boat in one year; if he desires to fish 
with one or more nets without the use of a boat or under 
the ice during the winter months, he shall pay the sum of 
one hundred dollars per year: Provided further, That for 
the purpose of this act computation of the amount each per- 
son shall pay for the use of boats shall be made upon the 
gross tonnage of boats as computed and registered by the 
United States government inspectors: Provided further. 
That for the purpose of this act any firm, company, co-part- 
nership, partnership association or corporation In which less 
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than seyenty-five per cent of their stock is and has actually 
been owned by bona fide residents of this State for more 
than six months prior to the time of making application for 
license, shall be considered non-residents. 

FOBM OF LICENSE. 

(124) § 7732. Sec. 4. Upon the payment of the fee 
provided for in this act, the State game, fish and forestry 
warden shall have prepared and shall issue to persons, firms 
or corporations entitled to the same, a printed or written 
license signed by him, setting forth the date of issuing the 
same, to whom issued, the date on which it will expire, and 
the kind of boat, tug, launch, net or nets for which said 
license was issued. 

EXPIBATION OF LICENSES. — RECORD. — ^APPLICATION OF FUNDS. 

(125) § 7733. Ssa 5. All boat licenses shall expire on 
the first day of April following their issue.

An Act to provide for the taking of fish in Lakes . Superior, 
Huron, Michigan, St. Glair and Erie, the bays thereof 
and the connecting waters between such lakes within 
the jurisdiction of this State, with set hook lines or 
spears. 

[Act 141, P. A. 1919.] 
The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

LAWFUL TO FISH IN GREAT LAKES, ETO., WITH SET HOOK LINES, 

ETO. 

(128) Section 1. Hereafter it shall be lawful to take 
fish in Lakes Superior, Huron, Michigan, St. Clair and Erie 
and the bays and harbors connected therewith with set 
hook lines or spears. 

(129) Seo. 2. Provided, That nothing in section one of 
this act shall be construed to repeal any local act now pro- 
hibiting the spearing of fish in said waters. 
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OBNOXIOUS FISH. 

An Act to provide for the lawful taking and removing with 
seines or nets or otherwise and destroying under certain 
restrictions of dog-fish, carp, garfish, bill fish, sheepshead, 
suckers, mullet, red-horse and other obnoxious fish and 
to sell or authorize the sale of such fish taken from the 
inland waters of this State. 

[Act 89, P. A. 1911.] 

Tlie People of the State of Michigan enact: 

BEMOVAL AND SALE OF OBNOXIOUS FISH. 

(130) § 7694. Section 1. Hereafter it shall be lawful 
under the regulations and restrictions in this act provided 
to take and remove with seines, nets or otherwise, from 
the inland waters of this State, dog-fish, carp, garfish, 
sheepshead, suckers, mullet and red-horse and other 
obnoxious fish and to sell or authorize the sale of same 
for the purpose of paying the expense of such removal : Pro- 
vided, however. That no permit granted under this act shall 
allow the removal of such fish as provided therein from 
the twentieth day of April to the twentieth day of May, both 
ot said days inclusive. 

REMOVAL OF OBNOXIOUS FISH BY WABDEN. — ^PETITION FOB. 

(131) S 7595. Ssa 2. The State game, fish and for- 
estry warden may in his discretion cause to be taken or 
removed by seine, net or otherwise from the inland waters 
of this State, all dog-fish, carp, garfish, sheepshead, suckers, 
mullet, red-horse and other obnoxious fish: Provided, That 
before such action is taken there shall be filed with the 
State game, fish and forestry warden a petition requesting 
the same and signed by at least fifteen residents of the town- 
ship or city in which such inland waters are located, said 
petition to be verified by the supervisor of said township, 
and forwarded to the State game, fish and forestry warden : 
Provided further, That the State game, fish and forestry 
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warden or a deputy to be designated by him shall be present 
at the time and place of the taking and removing of the fish 
in this act provided, and shall personally superintend the 
same. 

PERMITS FOB REMOVAL. — EXPENSE. — NON-RESIDENTS TO HAVK 

LICENSE. 

(132) § 7596. Sec. 3. After receiving a petition for 
the removal of dog-fish, carp, garfish, sheepshead, suckers, 
mullet, red-horse and other rough fish from any of the 
inland waters, the State game, fish and forestry warden 
may in his discretion authorize the removal of such fish, 
and may issue permits for such removal, and may sell or 
authorize the sale of such fish for the puri)ose of paying 
the expense of such removal, on such terms as shall be

No person shall have in his pos- 
session between March fifteenth and June first, in each year, 
any frogs or any portion of the carcass of said frogs whether 
caught within or without this State, for any purpose what- 
ever: Providing, That any person conducting a scientific 
laboratory may have live frogs in his possession at any 
time, exclusively for scientific or experimental purposes.

No person shall sell or ship or cause to 
be sold or shipped or transported, and no person or persons 
shall transport any such frogs, unless there shall be made, 
in duplicate, a bill of lading describing such shipment and 
signed by the carrier, or its agent, showing the true date 
of such shipment, and to which shall be attached a true 
invoice or bill of sale of such frogs, which shall set forth 
the number and true aggregate weight of such frogs sold, 
the name and residence of the seller, shipper or consignor, 
and of the purchaser or consignee, nor unless the package 
containing such frogs shall be plainly marked with the name 
of the consignee, name of the shipper, and that it contains 
frogs. The seller or shipper of such frogs shall, within 
twenty-four hours after the shipment has been made, for-

ratus or in any manner whatsoever in any of the inland 
waters of this State without first having been registered 
in the office of the State game, fish and forestry warden and 
a license issued therefor in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. 

APPLICATION FOB LICENSE. — ^FEES. — WHAT TO STATE. 

(155) § 7747. Seo. 2. Any person, firm, company, part- 
nership or association desiring to fish for cl&ms, mollusks 
or pearls in any of the inland waters of this State shall 
make application therefor to the State game, fish and for- 
estry warden on a blank provided for that purpose by the 
State game, fish and forestry warden, accompanied by a fee 
of one dollar, if the applicant is a resident of this State, 
and a fee of fifty dollars, if the applicant is a non-resident 
of this State.

MILITARY RESERVATION IN CRAWFORD COUNTJ. 

[Extract from Act 172, P. A. 1913.] 

WHEN UOENBE TO FISH NOT BEQUIBED. — KILLING OV OAICX 
BIRDS AND ANIMALS PBOHIBITED. — ^PENALTY. — CABBTAKEB. 

(261) i 9&2, Sec. 4. The quartermaster geaeral shall 
have the control and management of said lands under the 
supervision of the State military board. The State game, 
fish, fire and forestry warden shall have charge and over- 
sight of the game, fish, fire and forestry interests on said 
lands, and hunting thereon is hereby prohibited : Provided, 
however, That during the encampments of the Michigan 
national guard and whenever any of the military forces of 
the State or United States shall be encamped upon the said 
reservation, it shall be lawful for any individual soldier to 
take fish from the waters of Portage lake bordering upon 
said reservation, without a license, subject, however, to all 
other laws governing the taking of fish from said Portage 
lake. The killing of game, birds or undomesticated animals 
upon any lands embraced within said reservation is hereby 
declared a misdemeanor, and any person violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
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not exceeding ten dollars or imprisonment in the county 
jail not exceeding thirty days, or both snch fine and impris- 
onment within the discretion of the court. Said military 
tM>ard shall make and adopt such rules and regulations for 
the maintenance and control of said lands as may be deemed 
necessary or advisable. It may appoint a general caretaker 
of said lands and provide suitable lodges or dwellings 
thereon for the use of such persons or officials as may be 
necessary in the enforcement of the general land, game, 
military or forestry laws of the State on said land. The 
salary of the general caretaker shall not exceed one thou- 
sand dollars per annum, to be paid out of the general fund 
of the State in the same manner as other State employes 
are paid. Such caretaker shall be provided living qparters 
near the military buildings constructed on said lands, and 
shall at all times be subject to the orders of the military 
board and removable by a majority thereof, and shall have 
the power and authority of deputy State game, fish, fire and 
forestry warden. 



An Act to prohibit the catching of fish in Saline river of 
this State, except with a hook and line, and providing a 
penalty for the violation thereof.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

UNLAWFUL TO FISH, EXCEPT WITH HOOK AND LINE. — 8U0KE3tS. 

(262) Seotion 1. It shall not be lawful for any person 
to take, catch or kill any fish in Saline river in this State, 
with a spear, net, grab hook or by the use of jacks or arti- 
ficial lights or any kind of firearms or explosive material, 
set lines or other device, except the hook and line: Pro- 
vided, It shall not be unlawful to take or catch suckers in 
said river at any time and in any manner, except with 
explosives.

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PENALTY. 

(263) Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not 
exceeding twenty-five dollars and cost of prosecution or 
thirty days in the common jail of the county, or both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 



An Act to regulate the taking and catching of certain kinds 
of fish during certain seasons of the year in certain 
streams and rivers of this State.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

8TEELHBAD OB RAINBOW TBOUT, WHEN AND WHEBE UAT BB 

SPEABED. 

(264) Section 1. It shall be lawful, from October 
twentieth to October thirty-first, inclusive, in each 
year, for any person to use a spear and jack for the purpose 
of taking so-called steelhead or rainbow trout from such por- 
tions of Manistee river, Pere Marquette river, Pentwater 
river, White river and Muskegon river as may be desig- 
nated by the game, fish and forest fire commissioner of this 
State, under the provisions of this act and in accordance 
with such rules and regulations as the said commissioner 
may devise. 

LICENSE. — ^FEE. — SIZE AND NUMBEB MAY TAKE. 

(265) Sec 2. Any person who desires to use a spear 
for the puipose of taking so-called steelhead or rainbow 
trout may secure a license from the State game, fish and 
forest fire commissioner on the payment of a fee of one 
dollar which shall entitle such person to use a spear from 
October twentieth to October thirty-first, inclusive, for the 
purpose of taking so-called steelhead or rainbow trout from 
such parts of the said Manistee river, Pere Marquette river, 
White river, Pentwater river and Muskegon river as the 
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said game, fish and forest fire commissioner shall designate : 
Provided, however, That no such trout shall be taken of a 
less length than sixteen inches and not more than five of 
such fish shall be taken in any one day by any one person, 
and the fish so taken shall not be bought or sold and can 
only be had in possession for personal use and consumption. 

USE OF FEES. 

(266) Sec. 3. The State game, fish and forest fire com- 
missioner shall use the money received from the sale of 
such licenses to employ special deputies to supervise and 
patrpl the said streams during such time as the spearing 
of such fish is permitted by this act: Provided, That no 
fish under said license shall be taken in any part of the 
said streams not designated in the license so issued, and the 
said license may be cancelled at any time for. a violation 
of its provisions by the State game, fish and forest fire com- 
missioner.

OPEN SEASON. — SIZE. — STEELHEAD CLASSED AS BAIITBOW. 

(2Q8) Section 1. It shall be lawful for any person or 
persons to take 'and catch with hook and line, rainbow trout 
in the waters of Round lake and Pine lake, Charlevoix 
county, Michigan, from the first day of May until the fif- 
teenth day of September in each year; said rainbow trout 
shall not be taken of a less length than seven inches and 
shall not be' bought, sold or offered for sale. For the pur- 
pose of this act so-called steelhead trout shall be classed 
as rainbow trout.

permitted by this act, and no part of the plumage, skin or 
body of any non-game bird protected by this act shall be 
sold or had in possession for sale, and this irrespective of 
whether said bird was captured or killed within or without 
the State ; and no person shall take, or destroy the eggs of 
any wild bird, either game or non-game, or have in posses- 
sion except as permitted by law. English sparrows, black 
birds, crows, hawks, kingfishers and owls are not included 
among the birds protected by this act. It shall be unlawful 
for any person while hunting or while with a gun in his pos- 
session, to skin or otherwise destroy the identity of any 
bird: Provided, That this section shall not apply to any 
person holding a certificate giving the rights to take birds, 
their nests or eggs, for scientific purposes as hereinafter 
provided.

Such appoint- 
jments shall be made on or before the fifteenth day of Decem- 
ber in each year and the term of office of such appointee 
i?hall commence on the first day of January of the year fol- 
lowing such appointment and shall continue for one year 
irom and after said date, last mentioned. To any person 
above the age of fifteen years, who shall present written 
testimonials from two reputable ornithologists, certifying 
to the good character and fitness of said applicant to be 
entrusted with such privilege, such permit may be issued: 
Provided, Tluit but one permit be issued to any one person 
and then only authorizing the person holding such x)ermit 
to take one pair each of the birds and one nest and one nest 
of eggs of the kind of birds specified in such certificate: 
Provided further, That the board, upon issuing such per- 
mits, shall keep a record of the same and immediately 
notify the State game, fish and forest fire commissioner of 
the issuing of each permit, which notices shall state the 
name and age of the holder of the certificate and the kinds 
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of birds, nests and eggs authorized to be taken and the place 
or places where they propose to hunt the same. A fee of one 
dollar shall Accompany such application for certificate. Such 
fee of one dollar shall go to the said board to cover its 
necessary expenses. On proof that the holder of said cer- 
tificates violated the provisions of this act and has collected 
for other than scientific purposes, he shall be punished upon 
conviction of such offense as provided in section twenty of 
this act. The certificates authorized by this act shall expire 
o^ the last day of December of the year of issuance and 
shall not be transferable, and shall not authorize the holder 
to take any blue bird or its nest, egg or (eggs), any kirtland 
warbler, its nest or eggs, any scarlet tanager, its nedt or 
eggs, or any rose-breasted grosbeak, its nest or eggs : Pro* 
vided.

(287) § 7495. Sec. 15. No person or persons shall at 
any time make use of any pit, pitfall, deadfall, scaffold, 
cage, snare, trap, net, baited hook, or any similar device, 
or any drug, poison, chemical or explosive for the purpose 
of injuring, capturing or killing any birds or animals pro- 
tected by the. laws of this State, nor shall any person at 
any time or in any manner whatever, injure, destroy or rob 
the eggs of any bird protected by the laws of this State, 
molest, harass or annoy such birds upon their nests, except 
as herein provided: Provided, however. That said pro- 
vision shall not prohibit the trapping of fur-bearing ani- 
mals. No person shall hunt, pursue, kill, capture or attempt 
to hunt, pursue, kill or capture at any time or in any man- 
ner, any deer when it is in the red coat, or fawn in the 
spotted coat, or have in possession the skin of such deer or 
fawn In the red or spotted coat, nor shall any person hunt. 
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pursiie, kill or captiire or attempt to hunt, pursue, kill or 
capture any deer while it is in the water. No person shall 
make use of any artificial light in hunting, puKSuing, cap- 
turing or killing deer, or in attempting to hunt, pur^e, cap- 
ture or kill any deer, and the wearing or having such light 
on the head or in possession in hunting camp, logging camp 
or clubhouse or in the woods at any time shall be deemed 
a violation of this section. No person or persons shall make 
use of a dog in hunting, pursuing or killing deer ; the pres- 
ence of any kind of a dog in the woods, hunting camp, log- 
jglng camp or a clubhouse during the deer hunting season 
^haXl be prima facie evidence of its unlawful use. Any dog 
pursuing, killing or following upon the track of a deer is 
hereby declared to be a public nuisance and may be killed 
at any such time by any person without criminal or dvil 
liability. No person shall hunt, pursue, worry or kill any 
wild waterfowl, or partridge or other bird or animals by 
any means whatever during such time as said person is upon 
any floating device, automobile or other contrivance pro- 
pelled by, or using as motive power, steam, gas, naphtha, oil, 
gasoline or electricity, or when upon any sailboat and no 
person shall make use of a swivel or punt gun, or any gun 
of a greater size than ten gauge for the killing of any wild 
waterfowl or make use of any battery, sink boat or any 
similar device. No decoys shall be permitted to remain in 
the water oyer night, nor shall any such decoys be set 
earlier than one-half hour before sunrise, nor shall any. per- 
son hunt, pursue, worry, or kill any wild waterfowl, save 
only from sunrise until sunset of each day of the open sea- 
son for hunting and killing such wild waterfowl.

WHEN MAY TRAIN DOOS. — WHEN CATS PUBLIC NUISANOI. 

(288) § 7496. Sec. 16. No person or persons shall 
molest, harass or annoy or break, train or practice any dog 
upon any game birds or animals during their respective 
closed seasons. Any cat pursuing or following on the track 
of any game quadruped such as hare or rabbits and known 
as small game or following upon the track of any game bird 
or other wild bird protected by the laws of this State, during 
what is known as the closed season for such animals or birds 
in this State, is hereby declared to be a public nuisance and 
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maj be killed by the owner or lessee of lands or by the game, 
fish and forest fire commissioner or any of his deputies, or 
any other officer whohe duty it is to protect the game and 
wild birds, and any owner of such cat who shall permit any 
cat to rim at large and follow upon the track of any such 
game or wild birds protected by the laws of this State after 
due notice in writing has been served upon him by said com- 
missioner or any of his deputies to the effect that the cat in 
question is in the habit of destroying, worrying or following 
upon the track of any game animal or bird during the cloaed 
season, shall be deemed to be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished in accordance with the provisions and 
penalties of this act: Provided, That it shall be lawful to 
train or practice dogs upon game birds for fifteen days next 
preceding the opening of the season for hunting ruffed grouse 
in each year. It shall be unlawful, however, for any person 
while so training dogs to have in possession any firearms.

That Mongolian, 
English, or any other kind of pheacjants, quail, black fowl, 
capercailzie, hazel grouse, spruce hens or Canadian grouse, 
prairie chickens and wild turkey, killdeer and wading, shore 
and meadow birds shall not be hunted or killed until the 
year nineteen hundred twenty-one and then only at the time, 
and in the manner and for the purpose authorized by law:

TBANSPORFATION OF DEER. — ATTACHING METAL TAG. 

(309) § 7543. Sec. 9. It shall not be lawful for any 
railroad company, express company, boat or other trans- 
portation company to transport any deer or part of a 
deer from one place to another in this State unless the 
shipper shall produce his license as provided in this act and 
sign and detach one coupon therefrom and attach the same 
to such deer or part thereof offered for shipment, in the 
presence of the shipping agent, and if he cannot write he 
shall sign by his mark, which agent shall sign such coupon 
as a witness and such coupon shall accompany said deer 
or part thereof to its destination : Provided, That any per- 
son MUing any deer shall immediately after killing same, 
attach the self sealing metal tag or seal which contains the 
number of license held by such person, to some part of such 
deer in a secure and permanent manner and no deer shall 
be offered for shipment, shipped or received for shipment

(a) The name of the owner; (b) the time for which the 
refuge is to be established, in no case less than five years 
from the date when the application is filed; (c) the extent 
and legal description of the land, in no case less than five 
acres; and not to exceed in all six hundred forty acres in 
any one township; and (d) a brief dedication of the land 
to the State for the purposes and time indicated in this act 
A proper book shall be kept by the State game, fish and for- 
estry warden, in which shall be registered, by counties, the 
names of the donors, the time of dedication, and a brief 
description of the lands so dedicated as game refuges. 

The State game, fish and forestry warden may, in like 
manner, establish one or more game refuges on the public 
lands of the State, which have been or shall hereafter be 
set aside for State forests. In that case a description of the 
land, with the date of the establishment of the game refoge, 
and the other particulars required, shall be filed by the 
State game, fish and forestry warden in his office, and regis- 
tered with the game refuges on private lands, as above set 
forth. 
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PBOTEOTION GIVEN. — PENALTY FOB FIBST AND SECOND 

OFFENSES. 

(319) § 7559. Sec. 2. All the lands so set aside and 
established as game refuges shall be under the protection 
of the State, and it shall be unlawful to trap or hunt, with 
dogs or otherwise within one hundred fifty feet of the 
boundaries outside thereof subject to the penalties men- 
tioned in this section; and any person who shall, within 
the limits of any game refuge, trap, kill, wound in any 
manner, take or capture, or drive out of the refuge for the 
purpose of killing or capturing any bird or wild animal,

APPLICATION FOR LICENSE. — FEE. — ^ETC. 

(323) Section 1. Any person desiring to engage in the 
business of raising and selling domesticated elk, deer, fur- 
bearing animals, pheasants, wild ducks or any of them in 
a wholly enclosed preserve or entire island of which he is 
the owner or lessee, may make application, in writing, to 
the game, fish and forest fire commissioner of the State 
for a license so to do. The said commissioner, when it 
shall appear that such application is made in good faith, 
shall ui>on the payment of a fee of five dollars, issue to 
such applicant a breeder's license permitting such appli- 
cant to breed and raise domesticated elk, deer, fur-bearing 
animals, pheasants and wild ducks or any of thein on such 
preserve or entire island and to sell the same alive at any 
time for breeding or stocking purposes and to kill and trans- 
port the same and sell the carcasses thereof for food or the 
skins for use as hereinafter provided. Such license shall

WHEN AND HOW MAY BE KILLED. 

(324) Sec. 2. Any person to whom such a license shall 
have been issued or his employes may kill such elk, deer, 
fur-bearing animals, pheasants, or wild ducks in the man- 
ner and at the time herein set forth as follows: Elk or 
deer may be killed by shooting or otherwise during any 
month of the year for which such permit is issued ; pheas- 
ants may be killed by shooting or otherwise during any 
month of the year for which such permit is issued; wild 
ducks may be killed during any month of the year for 
which such permit is issued, but if said wild ducks are 
killed by shooting they shall not be bought, sold or other-

Said tags or 
seals shall remain afiixed as aforesaid until the quarters 
or loins of such elk or deer, or the carcass or skins of such 
fur-bearing animals or such pheasants or wild ducks shall 
have been wholly consumed and the sale of the quarters 
or loins or any larger portion of elk or deer, the skins of 
any such fur-bearing animals or the carcass of such pheas- 
ants or wild ducks which shall not at the time have affixed 
thereto the tag or seal aforesaid shall constitute a viola- 
tion of this section: Provided, however.

Common carriers may receive and trans- 
port (luring any season of the year, carcasses or parts 
thereof of elk, deer, fur-bearing animals, or their skins, 
pheasants or wild ducks, tagged as aforesaid, but to every 
package containing such carcass or parts thereof or skins 
as aforesaid, shall be affixed a tag or label upon vsrhich 
shall be plainly printed or written the name of the person 
to whom such license^ was issued and by whom such elk, 
deer, fur-bearing animals or their skins, pheasants or wild 
ducks were killed ; the name or names of the person or per- 
sons to whom such elk, deer, fur-bearing animals or sldns.

(328) Seo. 6. A preserve used for the breeding of elk 
or deer or fur-bearing animals pursuant to this act shall 
be surrounded by a fence of wire, or other material of a 
pattern to be provided by the said commissioner, of a 
height of not less than seven feet. 

IMPOBTATION AND SALE. 

(329) Sec. 7. The unplucked carcass of pheasants of 
all species, Scotch grouse, European black game, European 
black plover, European red leg partridge, Egyptian quail 
and the carcasses of European red deer, fallow deer, roe 
buck or reindeer may be imported within this State from 
^thout the United States or from any other state, in 
accordance with the laws of the state or country from 
which such importation is made, and sold at any time: 
Provided, nevertheless, That immediately upon their in^por- 
tation and before they shall have been sold by the Importer, 
there shall be affixed to each bird and to each quarter or 
loin of each deer a tag or seal in the manner provided by 
section three of this act. The said tags or seals shall 
remain affixed as aforesaid until the quarters or loins of 
such deer and each bird to which it shall be affixed shall 
have been consumed, and the sale of any quarter, loin or 
larger portion of such deer or portion of any bird which 
shall not at any time have affixed to it the tag or seal 
aforesaid, shall constitute a violation of this section: Pro- 
vided, however. That the keeper of a hotel, a restaurant, 
a boarding house or retail dealer in meat or a club may 
sell portions of a quarter or loin of any such deer so 
tagged or portion of any bird so tagged to a guest, cus- 
tomer or member for immediate consumption. No dealer, 
keeper of a hotel, a restaurant keeper, boarding house 
keeper or retail dealer in meat, club or any person shaU 
have, sell or offer for sale any such game imported and 
tagged as aforesaid without first obtaining a license so to 
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do from the said commissioner upon such terms and condi- 
tions as he may prescribe. Such license shall expire on the 
last day of December in each year at midnight, imless 
sooner revoked, and the fee for such license shall be five 
dollars : Provided, That nothing contained in this act 
shall be construed to give to the members of any hunting 
or shooting club or to any individual, owning, leasing or 
controlling a shooting preserve, the right to kill thereon 
any of the ganle animals or birds protected by the laws of 
this State at any other time than the open season pre- 
scribed therefor. 

WHEN LICENSE BEVOKED. 

(330) Sec. 8. Any license issued- to any person for the 
purpose of rearing, selling or transporting any of the ani- 
mals or birds mentioned herein may be revoked by said 
commissioner whenever any person to whom such license 
has been issued shall have been convicted of a violation of 
any of the game and fish laws of the State of Michigan. 

PENALTY.

NOXIOUS ANIMALS, WHAT TEBMED. 

(413) Section 1. For the purposes of this act, wolves, 
coyotes, lynx, wild cats and foxes shall be termed noxious 
animals. 

bounties. 

(414) Sec. 2. Any person who shall kill a full grown 
wolf or wolf's whelp in any organized county in this State 
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shall be entitled to a bounty of thirty-five dollars for each 
wolf over six months old and fifteen dollars for each wolf's 
whelp under the age of six months; and any person who 
shall kill a coyote over six months old shall be entitled to a 
bounty of thirty-five dollars and fifteen dollars for 
each coyote's whelp under the age of six months; and any 
person who shall kill a wild cat shall be entitled to a bounty 
of five dollars; and any person who shall kill a lynx shall 
be entitled to a bounty of five dollars ; and any person who 
shall kill a fox shall be entitled to a bounty of one dollar, 
to be allowed and paid in the manner hereinafter provided. 

APPLICATION FOB BOUNTY. — OATH. — ^EXAMINATION OP APPLI- 
CANT. 

(415) Sec. 3. Every person intending to apply for a 
bounty on any of the noxious animals mentioned in section 
two of this act shall take the head thereof, of such animal, 
with the ears and skin entire thereon, to the county clerk 
of county within which such animal was taken or killed, 
who shall thereupon decide upon such application. The 
person claiming such bounty shall be sworn by said clerk 
and state on oath the time and place, when and where, such 
noxious animals for which a bounty is claimed by him were 
taken and killed ; and he shall also submit to such further 
examination on oath concerning the taking and killing of 
such animals as said clerk may require, and the statement 
by him shall be reduced to writing in the form of an afll- 
davit, which shall be subscribed and sworn to by the 
person presenting the head, ears and skin of any such animal 
upon which he shall clai;n a bounty. After taking such 
statement, if the county clerk is in doubt as to the kind of 
animal so presented, he may send the head, ears and skin 
of such animal to the State game, fish and forestry depart- 
ment of the public domain commission whose duty it shall 
be to identify such animal and return the same to the 
county clerk with his findings thereon. 

DUTY OP CLEBK. — CEBTIPICATE, TO WHOM PBESENTED. — 

PUBTHEB PBOOP. 

(416) Sec. 4. If it shall appear to said clerk that the 
animal from which the head, ears and skin were taken, 
was killed within some organized township in his county 
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by the person applying for such bounty, he shall make three 
punch ma];ks through the butt of both ears of such animal, 
large enough to be readily found by examination of such 
ears, and return such pelt of such animal to the owner 
thereof together with a copy of the certificate of the facts, 
and shall file the original afiidavit of said applicant in his 
office. The said certificate and original affidavit filed with 
the said county clerk may be presented by the claimant, or 
his agent, to the board of supervisors of the county in which 
said animal shall have been taken or killed, at any meeting 
thereof, and if said board of supervisors shall doubt the 
correctness or sufficiency of said affidavit, they shall notify 
the person claiming such bounty to make further proof of 
his claim before said board at that or a subsequent meeting 
thereof to be named in said notice. If the board of super- 
visors shall have no doubt as to the correctness of such 
claim, or if their doubt shall be removed by further proof, 
they shall award to the person to whom such certificate shall 
have been granted the bounty above specified, and shall 
cause the certificate and all affidavits and proofs to remain 
on file with their county clerk. 

PAYMENT OF BOUNTIES. 

(417) Sec. 5. Duplicate certificates, stating all the 
bounties that shall have been allowed by the board of super- 
visors at any meeting, shall be made under their direction, 
and after being signed by their chairman and clerk, shall 
be delivered to the county treasurer, who shall thereupon 
pay to the several persons named in such certificates, out 
of any moneys in the treasury for defraying the contingent 
expenses of the county, the bounties respectively allowed. 

PROPORTION CHARGED TO STATE. 

(418) Sec. 6. The county treasurer shall charge to the 
treasurer of the State the one-half of all the bounties 
allowed by the board of supervisors, and shall transmit an 
account thereof to the auditor general, accompanied by 
one of the duplicate certificates received from the board of 
supervisors. 
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EXAMINATION OP ACCOUNTS, ETC. 

(419) Sec. 7. Tlie auditor general shall examine every 
account so transmitted to him, and if he shall discover any 
defect or irregularity, which induces him to believe the same 
ought not to be allowed, he may suspend, in whole or in 
part, the payment of such account, until satisfactory proof 
be made to him, by affidavit or otherwise, of the correctness 
and justice of such accounts ; and if the further pVoof s pro- 
duced to him shall not be satisfactory he shall reject such 
portion of the account as shall have been suspended, and 
his decision thereon shall be final and conclusive.

BOUNTY. 

(423) § 7260. Section 1. Every person being an inhab- 
itant of this State, who shall kill an English sparrow in any 
organized township, village or city in this State, during 
the months of December, January and February of each 
year, shall be entitled to receive a bounty of two cents for 
each sparrow thus killed, to be allowed and paid in the man- 
ner hereinafter provided. 

APPLICATION FOB BOUNTY. CEETIFICATE. 

(424) § 7261. Sec. 2. Every person applying for such 
bounty shall take such sparrow, in lots of not less than 
ten, to the clerk of the township, village or city within 
which such sparrow shall have been killed, in a state of 
good preservation, and if satisfied with the correctness of 
such claim, shall issue a certificate stating the amount of 
bounty to which such applicant is entitled and deliver the 
same to said applicant, and shall destroy such sparrows 
by burning. 

PAYMENT. 

(425) § 7262. Seo. 3. Such certificate may be pre- 
sented by the claimant or his agent to the county clerk of 
the county in which such sparrows have been killed, who 
ishall thereupon draw a warrant for the amount on the 
treasurer of said county, and said treasurer shall, upon 
presentation of said warrant, pay the same from the general 
or contingent fund of said county.

BOUNTY. 

(427) Section 1. Every person being an inhabitant of 
this State, who shall kill a weasel, woodchuck, crow, great 
homed owl, barred owl or hawk, except circus hudsonius, 
commonly called marsh harrier, blue hawk or mouse hawk 
in any organized township, village or city in this State, shall 
be entitled to receive a bounty of fifty cents for each weasel, 
woodchuck, great horned owl, barred owl or hawk, except 
circus hudsonius, commonly called marsh harrier, blue hawk 
or mouse hawk thus killed, and twenty-five cents for each 
crow thus killed, to be allowed and paid in the manner here- 
inafter provided. 

CEETIFIOATEl. 

(428) Sec. 2. Every person applying for such bounty 
shall take the heads of such animal or bird to the clerk of 
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the township, village or city within which such animal or 
bird shall have been killed, in a state of good preservation, 
-and if satisfied with the correctness of such claim said clerk 
shall issue a certificate stating the amount of bounty to 
which such applicant is entitled and deliver the same to 
said applicant, and shall destroy such heads by burning: 
Provided, That on all weasels on which bounty is paid, the 
clerk shall make one punch mark through the butt of both 
-ears of such animal and return such head or pelt of such 
animal to the owner thereof. 

PAYMENT. 

(429) Sec. 3. Such certificate may be presented by the 
<:laimant or his agent to the county clerk of the county in 
which such animals or birds have been killed, who shall 
thereupon draw a warrant for the amount on the treasurer 
of said county, and said treasurer shall, upon presentation 
of said warrant, pay the same from the general or con- 
tingent fund of said county. 

PBOPOETION CHARGED TO STATE. 

(430) Sec. 4. The county treasurer shall charge to the 
treasurer of the State one-half of all the bounties allowed 
by this act, and shall transmit an account thereof to the 
auditor general. The auditor general shall examine every 
account so transmitted to him, and if he shall discover any 
defect or irregularity, which induces him to believe the 
same ought not to be allowed, he may suspend, in whole 
or in part, the payment of such account, until satisfactory 
proof be made to him, by affidavit or otherwise, of the cor- 
rectness and justice of such accounts. Every sum audited 
:and allowed by the auditor general, upon any such account, 
not exceeding one-half of the bounties allowed by this act, 
shall be paid out of the general fund in the State treasury 
to the treasurer of the county from which such account 
was transmitted.

upon any weasel, woodchuck, crow, great horned owl, barred 
owl or hawk, except circus hudsonius, commonly called 
marsh harrier, blue hawk and mouse hawk, not killed m 
the county in which such collection or attempt to so collect 
is made, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than ten dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
more than ten days, or by both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court. 

Section 6 repeals all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act. 



An Act to provide for the payment of bounties for the killing 

of common rats.

(432) § 7264. Section 1. Every person being an inhab- 
itant of this State who shall kill any black, brown, grey, or 
Norway rats commonly known as the house rat, barn rat or 
wharf rat in any organized township, village or city in this 
State, shall be entitled to receive a bounty of ten cents for 
each rat thus killed, to be allowed and paid in the manner 
hereinafter provided.

COURT DECISIONS RELATIVE TO GAME AND FISH. 

NATUBE AND PEOPEETY IN GENERAL. 



The ^ term "game" has been defined as birds and beasts 
of a wild nature, obtained by fowling and hunting. Within 
the meaning of the game laws, however, it remains primarily 
to game fit for food, although under some statutes it applies 
also to animals valuable for fur or otherwise, and within 
such laws the term "fish'* is included in the term "game" 
and in itself includes all the different kinds of fish as well as 
oysters, clams and shell-fish.

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DECISIONS IN CONNECTION WITH COMMERCIAL 

FISHING INDUSTRY. 



Fish are ferae naturae and as far as any right of property 
in them can exist it is in the public or is common to all until 
they are taken and reduced to actual possession. 

See Lincoln vs. Davis, 53 Mich., page 375. 

The statute making it unlawful for any one to place 
stationary nets in lakes for fishing purposes within one 
mile from shore at low water mark, protects the right of 
riparian owners along the lakes and gives to them the 
right of exclusive, fishing within one mile from shore 
at low water mark, but beyond that limit they have no 
right as riparian owners to interfere with net fishing by 
others. 

See Lincoln vs. Davis, 53 Mich., page 375 ; 
Also Hilborn vs. Smith, 148 Mich., 474. 

The right of navigating the Great Lakes, though para- 
mount, is not exclusive and gives the owner of shipping no 
immunity from liability for neglect or wanton injury to fish 
nets placed in such waters. 

See Bishop vs. Baldwin, 147 Mich., page 22. 

The statute regulating the catching of fish with nets may 
lawfully prohibit fishing with any kind of nets during a 
certain portion of the year and such provision is not affected 
because it makes one season shorter in a part of the waters 
adjoining a particular county. 

Osborn vs. Charlevoix Circuit Judge, 114 Mich., page 
655. 

Under the provisions of the statute which regulates the 
size of fish taken from the waters of this State by the use of 
nets or other apparatus and providing that it shall be unlaw- 
ful to have in possession any fish of a less weight than that 
established by law, applies not only to fishermen but to any 
one having such fish in his possession, though they were not 
caught by the person in whose possession they are found. 
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Where the accused were charged with having posseae^on 
of a large number of lake trout weighing less than on* and 
one-half pounds, in violation of the law, it was held that they 
were not entitled to acquittal because the proof failed to 
show that each fish weighed less than one and one-half 
pounds, but were guilty if any fish were of less weight than 
that specified by law. It was also held that, to authorize 
conviction under such section, it is not necessary that the 
fish should have been in the round when found in the posses- 
sion of the accused, it being sufficient if the fish so found 
never weighed one and one-half pounds each. It was also 
held that the statute is not limited in its scope to fish 
caught in the waters of this State, but inhibits the pos- 
session of any fish of a prohibited size, regardless of 
whether they were caught in this or some other Stale or 
country.

DECISIONS RELATIVE TO FISHING IN INLAND 

WATERS. 

A lake which is so situated that fish from any other 
public body of water can migrate to and from the same 
for any length of time during any season of the year is 
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a public lake and can be fished in, in accordance with the 
laws regulating fish in such waters.

By public usage there is no trespass in taking fish from 
d small lake nearly surrounded by another's lands, unless 
the land owner has given notice that it will not be allowed, 
said lake not having any outlet or inlet by which fish can 
migrate to and from public bodies of water.

That the legislature has the power to regulate the taking 
of fish and game within the confines of the State and Che 
waters that it owns is unquestionable, not only as to time 
and place but as to method.

THE RIGHT OF SEIZURE. 

DUE PROCESS OF LAW. 

No person shall be deprived of his life, liberty or prop- 
erty ^thout due process of law. 

Constitution of the United States, 5th and 14th 
amendments. 

This clause . of the Constitution applies only to such 
rights as are in their nature fundamental, which belong 
to the right of citizens of all free governments.

It is true. that under the fourteenth amendment, no state 
can deprive a person of life, liberty or property, without 
due process of law. But in determining what is due process 
of law, we are bound to consider the nature of the property, 
the necessity for the sacrifice and the extent to which it 
has heretofore been regarded as within police power. So 
far as property is inoffensive or harmless, it can only be 
destroyed by legail proceedings with due notice to the 
owner ; but so far as it is dangerous to the safety or health 
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of the community, due process of law may authoriz« its 
summary destruction.

There is no doubt of the power of the Federal or State 
government to declare forfeited and destroyed or sold 
articles found in use by the owner for the perpetration 
of crime. There is probably no civilized country or state 
which does not enforce such laws. The Canadian, govern- 
ment condemns foreign vessels unlawfully fishing in her 
waters on the Great Lakes. The United States government 
summarily seizes and destroys vessels unlawfully engaged 
in sealing, and the states bordering the ocean enforce 
rigorous measures to protect the oyster.

It is a general rule that an officer clothed with proper 
authority may arrest and take before a magistrate any 
person who is committing a misdemeanor within view of 
such officer, and we have no doubt of the authority of the 
legislature to require the seizure of apparatus while being 
unlawfully used, the same to be held subject to disposition 
by the court.

It is a general rule that a criminal prosecution can 
not be restrained by an injunction. Once have it under- 
stood that they may be, and the public would labor under 
additional embarrassment to the already great obstacles 
to the prevention of crime.

DECISIONS RELATIVE TO POLICE POWER. 

The right to preserve game flows from the undoubted 
existence of the police power to that end, which may be 
none the less efficiently called into play because by so 
doing interstate commerce may be remotely or indirectly 
affected.

The police power is universally conceded to include every- 
thing essential to public safety, health or morals and 
justifies the destruction by summary proceedings, of what- 
ever may be regarded as a public nuisance. Under this 
power it has been held that the State may order the destruc- 
tion of a house falling to decay or otherwise endangering 
the life of passersby ; or the destruction of such as are in 
the path of a conflagration ; the slaughter of diseased cattle; 
the destruction of decayed or unwholesome food; the pro- 
hibition of wooden buildings in cities; the regulation of 
railways and other means of public conveyance; and of 
interment in burial grounds; the restriction of objection- 
able trades to certain localities ; the compulsory vaccination 
of children ; the confinement of the insane and those inflicted 
with contagious diseases; the restriction of vagrants, beg- 
gars and habitual drunkards; the suppression of obscene 
publications and houses of ill-fame; the prohibition of 
gambling houses and places where intoxicating liquors are 
sold,

The right of the State, under its police power, to enforce 
the fish and game laws upon the lands of a private owner 
does not take away the owner's right to maintain trespass 
against those who invade his close without permission for 
the purpose of fishing.

It has been provided that the possession of certain kinds 
of game during the closed season shall be prohibited owing 
to the possibility, of dealers in game selling game or birds 
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of the domestic kind under the claim that they were taken 
in another State or country. The object of such a law is 
not to affect the legality of taking game in any other State, 
but to protect local game in the interest of a food supply 
for the people of the State. We can not say that such 
purpose frequently recognized and acted upon is an abuse 
of the police power of the State and as such to be declared 
void b^:»use contrary to the 14th amendment to the Con- 
stitution. 

That the State may not pass laws directly regulating 
foreign or interstate commerce has frequently been held 
in the decisions of this court ; but, while this is true, it has 
also been held in repeated instances that laws passed by 
the State in the exercise of its police power, not in conflict 
with the laws of Congress upon the same subject and 
indirectly or remotely affecting interstate commerce, are 
nevertheless yaUd laws.

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GENERAL PROVISIONS. 



HUNTING 

ALL PERSONS over seventeen years of age must 
secure from the State Game, Fish and Foreert 
Fire Commissioner, coimty clerk or deputy game 
warden, a license to himt and trap any birds or 
' animals found in this State. (See license fee 
specifled in table.) 

TRAPPERS. Must have a license for taking fur- 
bearing animals. (See license fee specifled Im 
table.) 

BEAVER. A special license must be secured to take 
beaver. 

AUTOMOBILES, POWER BOATS and AIRCRAPT, 
Himting partridge or water fowl from, automobiles, 
power boats or sorcraft prohibited. 

SPRING SHOOTING. Spring shooting of ducks and 
other water fowl unlawful. This law now confonus 
to Federal regulations. 

DOGS. Unlawful to use in hunting deer. Preeenoe 
of dog in woods, hunting camp, logging camp or 
clubhouse during deer season prima facie evidenoe 
of its unlawful use. 

DEER. Lawful to himt or take only one deer. Hunt- 
ing parties of not less than four persons holding 
deer licenses and camping together, may secure 
permit to kill one deer for use in camp; fee, $3.00. 

Under the provisions of Act 9, of the Public 
Acts of 1917, the following counties are closed to 
deer-himting imtil 1923: 

Antrim, Arenac. Bay, Charlevoix. Cheboygan. 
Clare, Crawford, Emmet. Gladwin, Grand Trav- 
erse, Huron, Kalkaska, Lake, Manistee, Mason.

METAL TAGS ATTACHED TO DEER. Doer 
must be tagged with metal self-locking seal imme- 
diately after being killed. These seals will be 
furnished by county clerks with license. license 
tag attached to deer at shipping station in the 
presence of ^pping agen^;. Metal self-lockiDg 
seal should be attached through gambrel or «• 
antlers In permanent manner. 
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HEAD LIGHTS. Unlawful to havo in poaseasico at 
any time. 

NON-RESIDENTS. May ship one deer out of the 
State when license tag and seal are attached 
thereto, provided that permit printed on back of 
license coupon is cancelled by agent at initial 
billing point. 



INLAND FISHING 

The connecting waters between the Great Lakes are 
yJaased as inland waters. 

HOOK and LINE. Defined by law to be a single line 
or single rod and line with nook or hooks attached, 
while neld in the hand or under immediate control 
when being used for still fishing. 

CASTING and TROLLING. Defined to mean a 
single line or sinsle rod and line with hook or hooks 
attached or witn a natural or artificial bait, not 
to exceed six inches in length and one or more 
hooks or gangs of hooks attached, to be used for 
casting or trolling for fish, and the method of 
capturing fish Bhall be by means of fish taking bait 
or hook in the mouth. 

GRAB HOOKS. SNAG HOOKS, SET LINES, and 
NIGHT LINES. Unlawful to use. 

ICd LINES. Defined to be a single line with a shotgle 
hook attached and five such lines may be used by 
one person during December. January and 
February, for taking all kinds of fish, except the 
different kinds of trout and black bass, through 
the ice. 

Sets, excepting dip nets and minnow seines. Unlaw- 
ful to use or to have in possession within one-half 
mile of any inland lake or stream. 

SPEARING and DIP NETTING. Suckers, muUet. 
redsides and grass pike can be taken in the streams 
and rivers by this means without artificial light 
during March and April in the lower peninsula, 
and from April 1st to May 15th in the upper 
peninsula of Michigan. All kinds of fish except 
black bass and brook trout may be speared through 
the ice during January and February in each year. 

MINNOW SEINE. Not more than twenty feet in 
length may be used for taking chubs, ahiners. 
suckers, dace and stone roller minnows from any 
of the inland wa^^rs of this State to be used for 
bait only. 
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WALL-EYED PIKE. BLUE GILLS, SUNFISH. 
GRAPPIES and ROCK BASS are iVOTT protected 
fish as weU as all species of trout and bass. These 
fish cannot be bought or sold, and hotel proprietors 
and resort keepers are admonished that neither 
these nor any other protected fish can be served 
to guests where a charge is made for the service, 
provided that fish caught by guests may be served 
to them at their request. 

JACK AND ALL OTHER KINDS OF ARTIFICIAL 
LIGHTS, DYNAMITE AND ALL OTHER EX- 
PLOSIVE SUBSTANCES. Unlawful to use or 
have in possession on any of the inland waters 
or within one-half mile thereof. 

FIREARMS. Unlawful to use for taking any kind of 
fish in any of the waters of this State at any tim'^. 

BLACK BASS and WALL-EYED PIKE. Unlawful 
to take or have ii\ possession more than a total 
of ten and may be composed of big or small mouth 
or either of the two species. Wall-eyed pike, ten. 

BLUE GILLS. SUNFISH, WHITE BASS, CALICO 
BASS. ROCK BASS and CRAPPIES. Unlawful 
to take or have in possession more than a total of 
twenty-five of each species. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 



TRANSPORTATION OF PROTECTED GAME. 
EXCEPT DEER. Unlawful to ship by express, 
freight or baggage or in any other manner, but 
shau be carriecfonly as oi>en hand baggage without 
cover in such manner as to be readily seen and 
inspected. Unlawful to ship outside the State at 
any time, provided that NON-RESIDENT 
HUNTERS may carry outside the State as open 
hand baggage without cover, one day's legal bag 
limit of un£s. 

THIRTY DAYS AFTER SEASON CLOSES. Law- 
ful to have in possession game birds and animals, 
legally killed. 

HUNTER'S LICENSE. 

RESIDENTS. Residents hunting any kind of 
animals or birds found in this State, other than 
deer and beaver, must procure a license: fee, $1.00. 
Persons hunting on their own enclosed lands upon 
which they are regularly domiciled and their minor 
children, exempt. Deer hunting license fee, $1.50- 
Beaver license,. $10.00. 

NON-RESIDENTS. License fee to hunt and kiU 
any kind of birds or animals foimd In this State, 
other than deer and beaver, $10.00. Deer hunting 
license, $25.00. Beaver, $10.00. 

ALIEN RESIDENTS. Alien residents who hunt 
any kind of animals or birds found in this State 
must have license, fee for which is $10.00. Deer 
license, $25.00. Beaver, $10.00. 

PERMITS TO KILL ONE DEER FOR CAMP 
PURPOSES. Himting parties of not less than 
four persons holding deer licenses and camping 
together may secure permit to kill one deer for 
use in camp. Fee, $3.00. 

KON-RESIDENT ANGLER'S LICENSE. Non- 
resident males over twenty-one years are required 
to procmre a license to fish. Fee for license to take 
all Kinds of fish except brook trout, $1.00. Fee 
for license to take all kinds of fish, including brook 
trout, $5.00. After January first, 1020, all non- 
residents of this State must procure license to fish 
in Michigan. Fee for license to take all kinds of 
fish including trout, $3.00. Fee for license to take 
all kinds of fish excepting trout, $1.00. 
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NON-OAMB BIRDS. Unlawful to kiU at any time. 
This includes all kinds of song and insectivorous 
birds and other birds not designated as game 
birds excepting English sparrows, crows, black- 
birds, Cooper's hawks, sharp shinned hawks, great 
homed owls. 

gPECIAL BEAVER LICENSE. Fee $10.00. which 
permits holder to take fifteen beaver. 

TRAPPER'S LICENSE. Fee $1.00. 

SHIPMENT BY NON-RESIDENT. One day's lesal 
catch of fish may be taken or shipped out of the 
State by a licensed fisherman. Coupon from 
license must be attached to package. 

SALE OF PROTECTED GAME. Unlawful to buy 
or sell at any time any game except rabbits. 

SNARES, DEADFALLS and EXPLOSIVES. Unlaw* 
fill to use. 

POSTED ENCLOSED LANDS. PUBLIC PARKS,
